The second annual athletic meet of 
the Grammar schools of Newton was 
held last Saturday morning on the New- 
ton Centre Playground under the aus- 
pices of the Playground and Social Ser- 
vice League and was a great success.

Hats were doffed while "tans" 
were sounded on the bugle, followed 
by three rounds of musketry.

He declared that he ad- 
mired the little bronze button, he admir- 
ed the Spanish War Veterans and he 
admired every man who loves the old 
flag and who is living so as to cast no 
reflections upon its folds. 

Other speakers were Commander E. 

Miss 
Frances Fitzegeralil president of the 
Daughters of Veterans and Rev. Fran- 
cis B. White. 

A silent tribute was then paid to the 
dead by all standing. Adjutant Wether- 
bee then lead in sinking "We Old Bovs". 
At the suggestion of Rev. Mr. White, 
the felicitations of the Post were sent 
to former Commander Col. I. F. Kings- 
bury and the sympathy of the post to 
the family of the late Col. Olin. 

The singing of America and the bene- 
diction by post chaplain Putnam closed 
the exercises of the day. 

The veterans of the Civil War and 
their friends had a most beautiful day 
on Tuesday to suitably observe the or- 
ders of the National Commander for 
Memorial Day. Details of old soldiers 
were busy all day long in placing f/ags 
and flowers on the graves of their for- 
mer comrades in arms and on the last 
resting places of those who had in anv 
way served the nations' cause of half 
a century ago. 

The most prominent service of the 
morning was held at Newton Lower 
Falls where members of the Charles

in St. Mary's Cemetery, and listened to 
a brief but inspiring address by Rev.

A! the Newton Technical High 
School Wednesday morning, before 
400 students, Mr. Salmon W. Wilder, 
Chairman of the Newton High SchooK 
Scholarship Committee, gave the de- 
tails of the new high schools' scholar- 
ship to the Mrbb. Institute of Tech- 
nology. loiter, before the entire «tn* 
dent body of the old High School he 
gave the same announcement, which 
In Bubstnnce Is hb follows: 

‘While you are all of course famil- 
iar with the Institute of Technology 
and the work it la doing, yet 1 have 
thought that a very few facts regard- 
ing this great school may he of Inter- 
est. and especially to those students 
who are thinking of entering Tech- 
nology. 

“When compared with the older col 
leges the Mass. Institute of Technol 
ogy is young, nnd Indeed ils charter 
was granted only fifty years ago. Some 
Idea of Its youthfulness may he 
gleaned from the fact tlmt graduates 
from every class are still alive and 
active, while the average age of ail 
Technology alumni Is only thirty-five 
years. During this less than half n 
century, however. Its growth has been 
vigorous and healthy. From only ten 
professors anti instructors forty-five 
years ago (among whom, however, 
were President Eliot of Harvard Uni- 
versity), and lesB than seventy stu- 
dents, it now’ has over two hundred 
professors and Instructors and more 
than fifteen hundred students, Includ- 
ing many women. 

“This student body is drawn rot 
only from all parts of the country, hut 
from the entire world. Over thirty 
countries are represented at the In- 
stitute and many of the under-gradu- 
ates come from other colleges and uni- 
versities. But it is not the number 
of students that gives Technology its 
exalted position and makes It the fore- 
most school of its kind In this coun- 
try and probably in the world. 

“Struggling for resources and with 
a tuition fee higher than any other 
technical school or college In the 
country, how la Buch growth possible? 
The reasons are many, b it one oi 
them is that we are living In a scien- 
tific age and the economic and indus- 
trial development of our country re- 
quires men with a sound, scientific and 
technical training. The Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology is supplying 
Just such men. 

“Another reason i9 found In the ex- 
tremely high standard of excellence 
demanded by Technology in the work 
, of its students. Quality and thorough- 
ness go hand in hand. 

"As already stated, Technology is 
poor and has many financial prob- 
lems to grapple with. The Common- 
wealth, however. haB just granted it a 
million dollars payable in ten annual 
instalments, and several large be- 
quests have recently been announced. 
Further endowment from alumni and 
; others will be forthcoming and planB 
! for moving to a new site and the erec- 
tion of a group of splendid buildings. 

1 including dormitories, are now under 
l way. and some of the students in this 
room must in due time be at Technol- 
ogy when her grounds, buildings nnd 
j equipment will be the equal of any In 
. America. 

; “There are in the city of New ton 
, about two hundred Technology alumni. 

: many of them graduates of this school. 

Some of theBe alumni conceived the 
; J dea of establishing a Newton High 
. Schools’ Scholarship in the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, and af- 
■ ter taking up the matter with the 
. Newon School Committee and Dr. 

. Spaulding, the Superintendent of 
f Schools, a committee, consisting of 
, several alumni, together with some 
i public-spirited citizens having the wel 
fare of Newton young men at heart, was 
l . formed, to make the plan effective. Ab 
a result of their efforts. I am glad 
► say a Newton High Schools’ Schol- 
arship In the Massachusetts Institute 
• of Technology has been established 
This scholarship provides for the pay- 
, ment of the tuition of $250 for one 
year at the Institute. 

“A circular letter relative to this 
scholarship states that it is established 
by those ’who are interested in the wel- 
fare of Newton young men, the New- 
ton High Schools and the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology.' Fur- 
thermo're, the letter states as follows 
“‘The recipient of the scholarship is 
to be a graduate of one of the Newton 
high schools and selected by a com- 
mittee consisting of the Chairman of 
the School Committee and the Super- 
intendent of Schools. The award 
Bhall be made as an honorable recog- 
nition of personal merit and of high 
scholarship, particularly in silence 
and mathematics. A recipient who 
dees not need the financial aid will be 
at liberty, while retaining the title of 
Newton Scholar, to transfer the finan- 
cial gruut to another student, subject 
i lo *he approval of the Superintendent 
of Schools, or he may return It to the 
endowment fund referred to below. 

'Awards shall be made for one year 
only, anil preference shall in genera! 
be given to an entering student, with 
(he expectation that n student already 
In the Institute if In need of financial 
aid may secure It from the Institute 
sources. 

'It will be the aim of the Commit- 
ice lo secure as soon as practicable 
an endowment fund for the permanent 
maintenance of this scholarship It 
Is believed that the establishing of 
the scholarship will have particular 
and important advantages for the 
New ion High Schools and for those of 
Its students who look forward lo tech- 
nology education.'

the present day — conservation in its 
broadest sense. It is the duly of the 
club women to see to it that the child 
without the home is cared for just as 
well as the child in the home. | 

Mrs. Moore presented two problems 
which the General Federation ts bring- 
ing before the clubs. First, the need of 
sonic form of reorganization. She stat- 
ed that the best plan of re -organiza- 
tion was presented by Massachusetts 
some years ago. but that was found to 
be unconstitutional. All the states are 
asked to put their minds to it and bring 
suggestions to the next Biennial. The 
other problem is that of income. The 
present amount is insufficient to give 
the committees anything beyond mere 
postage with which to work and it does 
not seem wise to increase the dues. As 
an alternative the matter of endowment 
is being agitated and contributions are 
being solicited. The plans for the next 
Biennial to he held at San Francisco in 
1912 were spoken of and some of the 
things which that city has to offer were 
touched upon, the unrivaled hotels, the 
wonderful drives and parks, its appro- 
priate architecture and its perfect cli- 
mate. 

In closing she said that the Federa- 
tion is not a philanthropic organization 
in no sense political, not purely socio- 
logical, but a union of all which is go- 
ing to he a power in the 20th century.

MEMORIAL WINDOW. 

Centenary Church, Auburndale, was 
the recipient on Sunday May 28 of a 
stained glass window beautifully por- 
traying the Ascension of our Lord. The 
window is the gift of Mrs. Edward F. 
Miller in memory of her deceased hus- 
band. This is the second in a series of 
seven windows portraying as many 
scenes in the life of Jesus, which friends 
are planning to donate to this church. 

The subject, "The Ascension" is 
treated after the conventional English 
style of painted glass and was designed 
and executed by Murphy and Millson of 
Boston. While the color effects are light 
and luminous in tone, there is a splen- 
did variety of value. The Christ treated 
in old ivory, accentuated with garments 
of French blue and mellow reds, sillout- 
ted against a beautiful sky of pearly 
blue, certainly conveys an artistic and 
devotional impression. 

The grouping of the Apostles is ex- 
ceedingly attractive, and it is very evi- 
dent that the artist sought variety of 
line which furnishes a beautiful foil to 
the perpendicular, loosely falling gar- 
ments of the Christ. The color effects as 
a scheme are warm and rich in tone, and 
tend to further enhance the beauty of 
the sky. 

As one seems to stand among the 
A(x>stles taking his place on the ground 
and watching the Christ ascend into the 
golden clouds above, the picture is cer- 
tainly one of inspiration and if the other 
windows are furnished with the same de 
gree of artistic merit, the people of Cen- 
tenary church are certainly to be con- 
gratulated upon a series of windows 
which promises to be as artistic as the 
best windows in New England.

The 4th of the Polynmia musieales for 
»«asoii *>f 1910-1911 took place on 
Monday evening. May 29, at the home 
of Miss Kittle Tompson, 88 Otis street, 
members and guests, about sixty in num- 
ber, coming from Boston. Brookline 
and Jamaica Plain, as well as from var- 
ious parts of Newton. The Polymnia 
was again unfortunate in having sever- 
al of its members unavoidably absent 
but that fact did not seem to mar the 
excellence of the choral numbers. The 
program was extremely informal. Chor- 
uses by Remecke, von Weber and 
Harry Matthews: a Swedish folk song 
by Soderberg with solo by Miss Helen 
r'artridge ; and, as a request number, 
one of the Cherubini Canons that prov- 
ed so interesting to the club and the 
audiences alike, last year, and the year 
before, were the Polynmia contribu- 
tions. The club would always be glad to 
put upon its programs “request num- 
bers if its associate members and 
guests would ask for them beforehand. 

The soloists on this occasion were 
Miss Edith Soden, T cello; Mrs. Arthur 
F. Jones, contralto; and Mr. Thomas 
W. Cotton, baritone. Miss Soden opened 
the program with the charming Barcar-! 
ole from the Hoffman Tales that has 
been so popular this season (Offenbach 
composer). Later in the evening she 
played a delightful concerto for ’cello 
by Saint Saens which showed admir- 
ably her line technique and artistic phras 
mg. Miss Soden is becoming widely 
known as an artiste of very marked 
promise. Madame Martinez accompan- 
ied her on the piano and plays a won- 
derfully brilliant and sympathetic ac- 
companiment. 

The Polymnia has been greatly fav- 
ored in the matter of soloists this win- 
ter, and Monday evenings' program was 
no exception. 

Mrs. Jones was in excellent voice, 
singing Chadwicks’ "When Stars are in 
• he quiet Night” and "Adoration" by 
Telma, Miss Stella Carter playing the 
violin obligato. Miss Coxeter played Mrs 
Jones’ accompaniments. By request Mrs. 
Jones sang olso "The Little Dustman” 
by Brahms. Mr. Cotton has a warm, 
sweet baritone which finds immediate 
favor with his audiences. His singing 
shows intelligent study and a good un- 
derstanding of the artistic use of quiet- 
ness and repose in tone and phrasing. 
He sang an aria from Verdi's "Un 
Ballo in Maschera” with "The Four 
Leaved Clover" as an encore and "Un- 
der the Rose" by Fisher. His accom- 
paniments were played by his twin sis- 
ters. 

After the completion of the program 
as arranged Madame Martinez allowed 
Carmen. The lovely quality of her voice 
herself to be persuaded by the insistence 
of the audience, and sang an aria from 
and her special musicianship, both in 
singing and at the piano, were never 
more marked than in this dramatic 
aria; and in response to an absolute de- 
mand, she sang the famous Laughing 
Song which so rarely is sung, because 
so few singers can sing it. This is the 
first time Madame Martinez has been 
heard as a soloist at the Polymnia musi- 
eales this season. That alone would have 
made this a "red letter night.” After 
the music was done, sociability reigned 
supreme for an hour bringing the season 
to a delightful close.

FEDERATION REPORTS 

REPORT OF SETTLEMENT WORK. 

The Massachusetts State Federation 
has for six years carried on a summer 
settlement In an hoisted section of 
the mountains of EnBt Tennessee. 

The work for the summer of 1910 
began early In June. The Journey Into 
the mounrains has always been very 
hard and dangerous, hut a small rail- 
road has been built so that this year 
the teachers were able to go part of 
the way by train and so reached the 
Happy Valley station with leBs difficul- 
ty and fatigue. The teachers make 
their home In a little cottage built by 
the Massachusetts State Federation 
and the people of Happy Valley. For 
three months the teachers taught in 
the school and in the Sunday School, 
visited in the homes, held sewing 
classes at the cottage, and entered in- 
to the life of the people In every way. 

The little cottage, which Is a model 
and an object lesson of a neat, simple. 
Inexpensive little home, In a haven 
where the people are entertained, and 
where they often bring their perplex- 
ities and trials for the help and com- 
fort they are sure to find. 

The teachers report improvement In 
the homes, In the desire for an educa- 
tion. In the Sunday 8choot and In the 
home life of many of the people. 
When the teacherB returned to the 
outer world, they took back five chil- 
dren to Maryville to attend the gram- 
mar school there. Four of these are 
supported at school by scholarships 
given by Massachusetts clubs.

] and others.

- slon Department has been satlsfao- 
s tory and successful Just to the extent 

1 that the clubs of Massachusetts have 

2 shown interest in co-operating in the 
D worlc of the public libraries of the 
‘ Commonwealth. Many of the clubs (n 
s their replies to the questions sent out 
V ahow that they are doing good work 
1 in many directions. 

Newburyport hae spent $100 for a 
' travelling library for the schools and 
’ during lh,e year has added 100 books 
to this library. 

Fitchburg has helped In the story 
hour for the children. There Is also 
s under the supervision of the ciub a 
boys’ club to which about one huu- 
dred and fifty books have been given. 

Quincy bas helped to establish a 
' brauch library. 

Milford sends travelling libraries to 
five district schools and also booka 
!; to the town hospital 
, Somerville bas had books on the 
e drama and opera, the dramas them- 
selves, and librettos, placed on sep- 
_ arate shelves In the Public Library. 

J South Weymouth has given the 

* Public Library $26 for new books. 

Nahant has given to the Public Li- 
brary several typewritten papers, 
which were read before the club, on 
’ local historical subjects, which will be 
" of value in the future. 

The travelling library of the State 
Federation has been bo little used 
. during the past year that it can al- 
most be said to stand Idle In a cor- 
ner. This seems to be a waste of 
good, valuable material. 
n On January* 18 a Library Extension 
conference was held in the Lecture 
Hall of the Boston Public Library. 

Letters have been received from 
’ the West and the South, even front 
f Texas, asking advice as to methods 

* of forming Library Extension com- 
mittees, securing library buildings 
and enlarging the present collection 

" of books, and having State Library 
Commissions appointed. 

. In recognizing the fact that the 
public library Is the "people’s unlver- 
‘ sity” it must also be remembered 
that no university, &ud therefore no 
! public library, ever has sufficient 
funds to supply all its needs. There- 
fore co-operation of any kind Is al- 
ways welcomed by a librarian. Sug- 
gestions for books that are of imme- 
diate need, and the use of these 
books, financial assistance iu the pur- 
chase of expensive and yet necessary 
books, and above all In the good use 
of the books already In the library, 
instead of a constant demand for new 
books — In these ways at least, any 
and every club can aid In extending 
the work of a public library.

LITERATURE COM M 1TTEE, 

Today, as chairman of the Litera- 
ture and Library Extension Commit- 
tee, I coiue to measure the work of 
the year, and submit my second an- 
nual report for the department of 
Literature. Although this completes 
oulv the third year uf the existence 
of the Literature Committee, we no- 
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Ice a steady sain and Interest In the 
work. 

The literature work In the various 
clubs has hot been the pastime of an 
idle hour, judging front the reports 
of the meetings as they have from 
time to time appeared In the Boston 
Transcript, and the year hooks have 
shown careful, well-planned programs 
with far-reaching possibilities in the 
future. 8urely, It has been a serious 
pursuit, appealing to the very best 
that Is in us. in the service of which 
there has been great pleasure and 
satisfaction. 

In order tliat the State committees 
should correspond to those of the 
General Federation this year the 
work of Library Extension has been 
added to what was formerly the Lit- 
erature Committee, bo that now, the 
committee is known as the Literature 
and Library Extension Commitee. As 
these are really two distinct depart- 
ments of work. It wag thought best 
to have an active chairman to repre- 
sent the library work. Accordingly, 
Miss Helen Bigelow Bangs, who is 
connected with the Wallace Library 
at Fitchburg, hae received and an- 
swered all Inquiries pertaining to thfB 
part of the work, so the report od 
Library Extension will be reported 
separately. 

The replies to the questions sent 
out by the committee have been grat- 
ifying, showing that olubs are study- 
ing only that literature which is en- 
nobling and uplifting. 

Of the 241 dubs in the State. 101 
replied to the questions; 10 blank? 
were received. 

i In several cases the last question 
was answered by asking if the com- 
mittee could furnish papers to be 
read by club members on Modern 
Authors, or furnish lecturers for ex- 
penses or for a moderate price. 

Last year an appeal was made to 1 
every club in the State asking for \ 
papers to be used in reciprocity work. 1 
There are in the possession of the 
chairman at the present time, about 
40 of these so-called lending papers, 
all of them good, many of them ex- 
cellent. These are for the use and 
hell) of the smaller clubs. Many or 
these papers have been written by 
members of the Woman's Book Re- 
view Club of Dorchester. The Thurs- 
day Morning Fortnightly Club of 
Dorchester and by the Clifton Liter- 
ary Club of Dorchester. Wherever 
these papers have been sent appre- 
ciative thanks have been returned. 
This, in part, meets the need of the 
small, struggling club. If, in addl 
tion to this, some one from the 
larger clubs, which in themselves 
are so fully equipped, would be will- 
ing to go to the smaller clubs foi 
travelling expenses, surely this would 
be the best kind of co-operation, for 
"To give to another from what one 
has or Is. is a most noble deed." 

Already letters have been received 
asking Information in regard to pro- 
grams for another year. The State 
Literature Committee takes pleasure 
in calling attention to the study out- 
lines prepared by the Literature 
Committee of the General Federation 
In the February, April and May is 
sues of the General Federation Bul- 
letin, Course 1, The committee has. 
at all times during the year urged a 
systematic study of the drama, and 
with this end In view, following the 
good example of other departments 
of the State Federation, a confer- 
ence on the drama was held in the 
Lecture Hall of the Boston Public 
Library, on Wednesday, January 18. 
with a good attendance o* club 
members and friends deeply interest- 
ed In the work. 

Many of you knorw of "The Drama 
League of Boston," that is now be- 
ing organized with Prof. Baker of 
the department or Dramatic Litera- 
ture of Harvard College as president. 
It is, as yet, too early to outline the 
work the League hopes to accom- 
plish, but it looks for support and 
hearty oo-operation from the women’s 
clubs. It has a committee on drama 
study, and it will carry on a form of 
work that will train those who util- 
ize the literature put forth to know 
some of the fundamentals of dramatic 
construction. 

Through the committee on drama 
study the League will Issue outlines 
of suggested courses for clubs and 
school organizations on the various 
national dramas, and a bi-oadly In- 
clusive course In modern drama in 
general, as well as lists of collateral 
reading. The coat of annual member 
ship, beginning June 1, 1911. Is one 
dollar, which will entitle each mem- 
ber to one copy of the above outline. 

The committee will stand ready to 
suggest interesting and unusual plays 
tbat can be used by amateur clubs. 

In closing, let me urge the Import- 
ance of good literary work In the 
club— try to simplify and unify the 
club programs. The beauty which is 
inherent In literature. Is of itself a 
joy, a power, an enrichment of life.

FEDERATION REPORTS 


BUREAU OF INFORMATION. 

The many letters of Inquiry which 
have bern received by the Bureau of 
Information during the pnBt year, 
prove that the formation of the de- 
partment hr n pari of the working 
committee of the state federation has 
been fully justified. 

Quest lone have been naked concern- 
ing almost every conceivable subject 
ivertalnlng to club work and organiza- 
tion. 

The Bureau wishes to Btate that it 
does not hold any papers on subjects 
coming under the heads of any of the 
various departments of the federa- 
tion. All such papers are In the hands 
of the committees representing those 
departments. The bureau simply acts 
ns a general directory, indicating 
where the pajiers or speakers on the 
respective subjects may be obtained. 

In response to appeals made in last 
annual report for detailed information 
regarding maintenance of scholar- 
ships or working programs which 
have proved especially practical, the 
bureau has received co-operation from 
many of the clubs, which, in turn, it 
hnB been able to render for the bene- 
fit of others needing that assistance. 

Through the year hooks which have 
been received from about one-half 
the clubs In the federation, thlB com- 
mittee has been able to collect a se- 
ries of programs and constitutions 
and bylaws, which have aided In as- 
sisting clubB asking for help along 
.these lines. There are sttll many fea- 
tures. however, pertaining to the wel- 
fare of the small club regarding which 
the members of thiB bureau Beek In- 
formation In order that they may be 
able to respond satisfactorily to num- 
erous requests for suggestions. Once I 
again, we ask the small clubs that 
have had the benefit or experience in 
any special line to send us informa- 
tion regarding that experience and al- 
so programs that have proved helpful. 

Through the courtesy of the Kar- 
schlsh club of Malden, the bureau 
holds in Its possession an excellent 
series of outline studies of different 
countries. These include the British 
Empire, England, France, Germany, 
Holland. Italy, Spnln, Greece, Russia, 
Rome, Florence and Venice, Scandina- 
via, Japan, Egypt and the Bible lands. 
These may be obtained by communi- 
cating with the chairman of this com- 
mittee. 

To meet the desires of small organ 
izations which for the most part are 
dependent upon their own members 
for the carrying out of the yearly 
program, the bureau is preparing a 
list of speakers who will be willing to 
address these clubs at special rates. 
A list of these speakers and subjects 
may be obtained from any member of 
thiB committee. 

An appeal frequently comes In the 
form of this question: "What are 
some of the metbodB used to raise 
funds for purpose of carrying on phil- 
anthropic work In which the feeler 
ated clubs are interested?” Many 
committees would be filled with grate 
ful appreciation, if through this ave- 
nue of Information they might learn 
of successful methods employed by 
others in carrying on these lines of 
work in which all are mutually inter- 
ested. 

The spirit of reciprocity has been 
growing, expanding, and it is hoped 
that by careful management this 
feeling of reciprocal inspiration and 
helpfulness may be increased to a Btill 
greater degree during the coming 
year.

The work of the Art committee has 
been the development of the policy 
adopted the first year — to awaken a I 
deeper, truer Interest In art, and to 
(■Btablish a closer relation between the 
federated clubs and the art museums, 
art schools and art institutions of all 
kinds — thus helping people to realize 
that art is for everyone, and that a 
knowledge of it broadens, enricheB 
and adds to the enjoyment of life. 

A list of questions was sent to each 
club in the federation, asking in what 
way their club was working to create 
and stimulate an interest in art, and 
a truer appreciation of the beautiful 
in all things, and for the preservation 
of all natural beauty — and the devel- 
opment of all possibilities of beauty 
In their community. If they had class- 
es in fine arts and nrts and crafts? 
If they had held exhibitions? If they 
had in any way interested themselves 
In the art work In the schools? If 
they had cooperated with neighboring 
clubs in art matters? If they had 
availed themselves of the privileges 
offered by the .Musuem of Fine Arts 
and oilier art .Institutions? 

One hundred and two clubs re- 
sponded to these quest ions. Eleven re- 
ported no interest in art; fortyone had 
given from one to six lectures on art 
subjects; twenty-seven reported class- 
es in art study, with a total member- 
ship of 8KU ; ten, classes in arts and 
crufts, with a membership of ltil A 
number of clubs reported classes hi 
•inHHiiery Hiid art needle work; t wen- 
held exhibitions of fine arts, 
and arts and crafts; fifty-six clubs 
comprising 1025 members, visited the 
Museum of Fine Arts, under the guid- 
ance of a docent. Ten held classes 
there -the Newton villa Woman's 
Guild holding 10 sessions — giving one 
hundred and thirty-two club members 
an opportunity to study carefully tin 
art objects under the Instruction of 
a docent. 

The Heptorean club held eight 
class meetings In the Museum. One 
hundred and fifty members of this 
club attended a lecture given by Mr. 
Fairbanks, in the Museum, under iln 
auspices of the art committee of the 
club. 

The art class of the Medford Wom- 
an's club held six meetings at the 
Museum. The Jamaica (Main Woman 
club hold six mei tlngs In the Muse- 
um. The Roxburgh*- club and the Wo 
men In Council united and held six 
meetings under an Instructor. Tin 
Sioneham Woman's club art class held 
lour meetings in the .Museum, thus 
enabling loo club members to enjoy 
and become more Imiiiiutely acquaint 
t <1 with the treasures of the Museum 
A number of smaller classes were re 
ported. 

TbU shows a growing appreciation 
of the privileges offered by the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, au well us a desire 


for art knowledge, which Is very on- , 

coti raging. 

The Brockton Woman’s club is do- I 
serving of honorable mention. It held 
an admirable Arts nnd Crafts exhibi- 
tion. which was open to the public 
for three dayB, and a Fine Arts exhib- 
ition which was open five days. Spe- 
cial arrangements were made, where- 
by large numbers of school children 
and neighboring clubs visited the ex- 
hibition. 

One of the pictures exhibited was 
purchased nnd presented to the city, 
making the third picture which has 
been bought and given ns a nucleus 
toward a Municipal Art Gallery for 
the city of Brockton. One hundred 
nnd seventy-one dollars and fifty 
cents of the money paid for this 
picture was raised by the art com- 
mittee. The club appropriated each 
year $150 toward the expense of 
this exhibition. A "Municipal Art 
League’’ has been formed by the club 
to assist In raising money wherewith 
to purchase a picture each year to 
be added to the list already owned. 

Seventeen reported an Interest 111 
the art work in the schools. Fifty-five 
schools including 1631 pupils, visited 
the Museum of Fine Arts, under the 
t are of a docent. Eighteen gave as 
distance to neighboring clubs, by ex- 
tending Invitations to art lectures and 
exhibitions. Nineteen reported art 
books, well arranged In their public 
library. Five clubs subscribed for an- 
nual tickets to the Museum of Fine 
Arts. 

A large number of clubs have co-op- 
erated with Village Improvement soci- 
eties. and aided in beautifying their 
towns, by planting trees, cleaning 
streets, and Inspiring people to make 
their grounds more attractive. Three 
have helped in establishing village 
improvement societies. Through the 
efforts of one small club $200 was 
raised for the betterment of the 
town. 

A number of e^iba visited the Frick, 
Homer, La Fargo and Boston Artists 
exhibitions held at the Museum of 
Fine Arts; also Mrs. Gardner’s pal- 
ace, the Fogg and Germanic Muse- 
ums, and the exhibition of decorative 
nrts, held under the auspices of the 
Copley society, to which the federated 
clubs were admitted for half price. 

The Copley society, Museum of 
Fine Arts and Public Library have 
loaned photographs to clubs and 
schools. Art club ticketB have been 
distributed, help given in planning art 
study classes, material looked up for 
papers and questions on every phase 
of art answered. 

On Dec. 1 an art conference was 
held in the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Miss Bacon, president of the federa- 
tion, presiding. The subject treated 
“The Value of Art Study to the 
Pupil; the Value of Study Classes; 
the Advantage of Holding Club Class- 
es at the Museum and the Resources 
of the Library and Photograph De- 
partments of the Museum." 

Five section conferences were held 
In different parts of the state. This 
section conference work is a new 
feature, and has met with remarkable 
success, owing to the hearty co-oper- 
ation of the clubs in entertaining the 
conferences and in extending their 
gracious hospitality to neighboring 
Clubs. 

The object of these section confer- 
ences is to establish a closer relation 
between the art committee of the 
clubs, and the art committee of t lie 
federation, and give to each club the 
benefit of the experience of the many 
— and the value of mutual coopera- 
tion; thus materially Increasing the 
interest in — and stimulating a desire, 
for art knowledge. 

The committee has kepi in touch 
with all art exhibitions during the 
yeaj, also with art work in the schools 
and clubs. 

It has been the aim of the commit- 
tee to awaken a more active interest 
ill art by encouraging art study, that 
all may see how closely art has been, 
from the beginning, related to life, 
and to Bhow how each nation has ex- 
pressed its own individuality, and writ- 
ten its history in it b art, as we are 
beginning to do, in this country.

The work of the Home Economics 
committee has been the continuation 
ot the plan adopted last year; To in- 
terest club women in the study of 
Home Economics, to be the connecting 
link between them and the authorities 
In our midst; to encourage the teach- 
ing of domestic science in the public 
schools and to assist In spreading the 
gospel of better living in every possi- 
ble way. 

Fifty-five clubs have devoted one 
or more sessions to the subject. This 
is a slight gain 111 percent of number 
reporting over last year. The grout 
er guin, however, fins come In the in- 
crease of class and departmental work 
Thirty-one dubs report courses of 
lectures, cooking demonstration and 
study classes. 

The committee feels the clubs have 
not yet realized tlie opportunities for 
service in comparative exhibits, moth 
ers’ meetings, evening let tares and 
cooking clusses for working women 
and girls. 

There seems to liuve been no great - 
activity lo secure the teaching of do- 
mestic science in the public schools. 
Many cities already have the teaching 
ot two branches, cooking and sewing 
Front tlu* Middlesex ot lxiwell comes 
"Our club has taken the- initiative and 
with the help of the hoard of trade is 
securing an investigation t>y the State 
hoard of Edurat ion regarding voca 
tionnl training." From Milford, "We 
liuve Indirectly secured cooking for 
the fith grade pupils and the fresh- 
men because we agreed to pay for the 
sewing in the 6th, 7th, and 8th grades 
tills year." From Xewburyimrt, “A 
commit tee of four women haH been 
anointed by our club to co-operate 
with the city in introducing leaching 
ol domestic science.’’

FEDERATION REPORTS 

better adaptation of means to an end? 
IV. Is the Btudy of home economics 
asBiatlng In solving the difficult prob- 
lems of household management? It 
not, wherein does It fail to do so? V. 
What can you BUggest to this commit- 
tee to better itB methods of results? 
"Vi, if good papers on any phase of 
our subject have been written in your 
club this year, will you contribute 
them to this committee? These ques- 
tions called out great diversity of 
opinion and most interesting letters 
In reply. 

The conference of the committee 
was held in the Technical high school, 
Newtonville, Jan. 11th, by invitation 
of the Newton Federation of Wom- 
en’s clubs. Many women spent the 
morning visiting the school. Luncheon 
was Berved to 260 women by the de- 
partment of domestic science of the ; 
school. Between five and six hundred 
persons' were present in the after - 1 
noon. 

The agricultural college at Am-j 
herst held itB second domestic science ' 
week In connection with Farmers’ ! 
week, March 17-20. Several hundred 
attended. A splendid program was 
presented. This is extension work 
done by the college in the Interest s 
of home economics. It would do much 
more but for lack of funds. This is a 
handicap to the work in Massachu- 
setts, which we hope will sometime 
be removed. 

The plan whereby each member 
corresponds with and otherwise seekH 
to aid clubs in certain cdngreBsional 
■diBtrlctB has been pursued. Ninety 
different clubs have been heard from 
either in the report of a chairman or 
regarding some phase of the work. 
Members of the committee have Bpok- 
en before 65 clubB. 

Through the generosity of the Mel- 
rose Highlands Woman’s club, a 
small travelling library has been pro- 
vided and will be placed with the li- 
brary extension committee for uBe of 
clubs having inadequate library fa- 
cilities. Four clubs have put the “Li- 
brary of Home Economics" into their 
public libraries; others have suggest- 
ed books to the trustees which have 
been supplied. 

An outline of study with bibliogra- 
phy, prepared by MIsb Helen Louise 
Johnson of this committee, appears in 
this month’s number of the Federation 
Bulletin. 

This outline, printed in slip form,, 
with added notes and suggestions 
will be mailed to each federated club. 
There Is an advantage scarcely to be 
overestimated to be derived from the 
simultaneous Btudy of these ques- 
tions by the hundreds of club women 
comprising our membership, and the 
committee hopeB many clubs will see 
their way to use the outline next 
year. • 


The Home Economics movement is 
one of social significance. The con- 
ception of the term even has changed 
in a short while from a narrow one 
— cooking and sewing — Into a term as 
broad as the world and as vital as 
life. Domestic economy should include 
all that bears upon home life and hu- 
man development, and If this is true 
it is the nucleus of every other econ- 
omy. No "ology” or "ism” but touch- 
es it. 

A report of the work of this com- 
mittee is therefore but a tithe of the 
work for home economics aB each 
committee in the federation contrib- 
utes a share. 

The report will close with quota- 
tions from answers to one of our ques- 
tions. "I think the study of home eco- 
nomics Is helpful In that It makes the 
subject a study, and so dignifies It 
and placeB it on a level with the stu- 
dy of art, muBic, literature and other 
objectB toward which women strain. 
Anything which dignifies household 
tasks, Interests women in them, 
makes them seem worth while and 
worthy of thought and effort, Ib most 
needed and worthy work.”

EDUCATION DEPARTMENT. 

The Department of Education is 
glad to report that 130 clubs respond- 
ed to its Hat of questions. All of the 
clubs reporting have accomplished 
something along educational lines. 
Forty-five clubs report the formation 
of home and school associations. One 
hundred clubB have reported an edu- 
cation committee or chairman. 

Sixteen clubs are maintaining schol- 
arships. Ten clubs report teachers' 
pensions as paid in their respective 
cities. Many clubs report that they 
are doing all they can to awaken pub- 
lic sentiment for purity of the press. 
One club reports that they have of- 
ferd a prize for the best bird house 
made by Bchool boys. Another club 
reports that they have offered a prize 
for nicely* combed hair, clean teeth 
and nails. 

The department held two success- 
ful conferences, one In Ayer on 
March 1st and one in Everett, March 
16th. Reports of results quoted at 
these conferences have proved that 
home and school associations are of 
great advantage to both parents and 
teachers. To teachers because of their 
bringing the parents to the school b. 
The teacher gets a new view of the 
children from their contact with the 
parents and thereby new relations of 
mutual understanding are established. 
There has been a distinct profit from 
the speakers who have addressed the 
meetings. Better discipline has been 
secured through this better under- 
standing existing between teaener 
and parent. Attendance bus been Im-

proved and hygienic conditions have 
been bettered. 

In Everett where there are 14 of 
these associations and 16 schools. In 
one district whose population Is SO 
percent foreign, the parents after lis- 
tening to a talk on dental hygiene, 
purchased 60 tooth brushes for the 
children. Good effects have been ob- 
served from the moral talks. There Is 
a day nursery in one of the school 
buitdlngB where the little children can 
be cared for in order not to keep the 
older children from Bchool. There have 
come positive suggestions from the 
parents for the Bchool work. 

The use of schoolhouses as social 
centers is developing a broader view. 
At present of the 313 working days 
the schoolhouses are used for Bchool 
purposes but 136 days. Therj^-sbould 
be a more economical use of the peo- 
pled property. They might be made 
the home of neighborhood and civic 
clubB. The ideal Bocial centre will be 
educational and recreational. The 
Bchool buildings should be available 
for continuation, for vacation and for 
evening schools. Besides these useB 
they could provide a place for moth- 
ers’ meetings, for reference libraries 
and reading rooms. In fact they may 
become democratic meeting places for 
all classes. Among the essentials for 
a successful social centre a broadly 
democratic spirit is neceBBary. Don't 
confine it to the poor. Rochester. N. 
Y., started these social centers among 
the well-to-do. There Bhould be a spir- 
it of broad social exchange and it 
should not be in any sense social set- 
tlement work. 

Trade schools are still growing. 
Home and school associations are do- 
ing a great work in moral training.

PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

As this is the first report of the 
Public Health Department, which 
was formed laBt spring, It may be well 
to give some idea of w r hat has been 
done formerly under me Civic Com- 
mittee. While the work of the clubs 
for the promotion of health in previ- 
ous years has been almost wholly 
that of organization, the reportB this 
year show continuous, steady coop- 
eration with existing organizations, 
many of which were founded by the 
clubs. 

The methods have been widespread 
and varied with more than sixty per- 
cent of the clubs in the Federation 
working actively for the promotion 
of health In their various commun- 
ities. 

Visiting nurse associations, anti- 
tuberculosis associations, day-camps, 
hospitals, tuberculosis classes have 
been established and in some In- 
stances are still carried on by the 
clubs. In other cases as the work 
has grown. It has been trasferred to 
an incorporated body, members of the 
club working In both. 

The tenor of the reports tills year 
Is to the effect that the clubs are 
affiliated with, represented on, or In- 
dividual members are actively inter- 
ested in, these other organizations. 
One club reports that the women of 
their club have In the past Htarted 
almost all the best philanthropic 
movements In the city, and adds that 
is why their club does not have a! 
better Bhowing. 

Investigation of school conditions 
and efforts for the promotion of 
health among the children has also 
been carried on by the clubs. 

Of the 97 clubs which replied to 
the list of questions sent out this 
year only 6 reported no Interest or 
activity; all the others showed a ser- 
ious. persistent effort toward raising 
the general sanitary conditions in 
their respective localities. 

There is also a grow lug Interest In 
a few clubs that have not formerly 
reported, one club stating that it In- 
tends to have a Public Health De- 
partment next year. 

In agitating the ueed of sanitary 
drinking fountains and establishing 
them more was done last year. The 
reports of this year state that the 
school and city authorities have un- 
dertaken the work aud have or are 
[ installing them. 


The name can bp naid of Medical 
Inspection In the schools, the reports 
showing that the school authorities 
are conducting It In a generally sat- 
isfactory manner. More money should 
be appropriated to make the system 
more effective and general physical 
examination and dental inspection and 
care of the teeth should he added. 

Four clubs report efforts in s- cur 
lug school mimes to supplement the 
work of the school inspectors. 

Revere Woman's Club reports giv- 
ing $150 with which a dental clinic 
was started for the benefit of poor 
children 

The Brockton Woman's Club be- 
sides having established a Visiting 
Nurse association and aiding It an 
nually with supplies and money, dis- 
penses a fund to provide glasses and 
treatment for poor Bchool children 
having defective sight and hearing and 
through its country week department 
last year provided vacations for poor 
sickly mothers and children for two 
weeks or longer, which the report 
states, was ably managed and did a 
great deal of goQd. 

The Middlesex CHib of Lowell which 
reports this year maintained a visit- 
ing nurse and assistant, held during 
the past year a successful tubercolosis 
class every week and co-operated with 
the day camp at the hospital. 

The Fitchburg Club which has been 
one of the foremost In promoting 
health in many wayB, collected statis- 
tics this year, In order to form public 
opinion in favor of a tubercular hos- 
pital and held a meeting of educators 
at which a resolution w’as made to 
have more and better medical inspec- 
tion In the schools. 

The Roxburghe Club conducted a 
campaign to keep open the Hospital 
school at Franklin Park in which it 
was assisted by many of the clubs in 
Boston. 

Very few’ of the clubs have taken 
up the work yet of sex hygiene. Six- 
teen clubs reported holding lectures 
last year and the same number re- 
ported this year, but the reports shbw 
that the work has gone beyond mere 
lectures or talks for the members of 
the clubB themselves, hut has taken 
a practical form In educating and 
aiding young women and girls. The 
Worcester Woman’s Club has held a 
course of lectures by Dr. Evangeline 
W. Young which were attended by 
nearly six hundred working girls. 

Individual members of the Chelsea 
Women’s Club have given their time 
to help young girls, and in connection 
with a young w’orking girls’ club of 
Chelsea, which haB opened itB club 
rooms two evenings a w’eek for the 
purpose, has endeavored to Interest 
and educate less fortunate young 
women. 

The Manchester Woman’s Club re- 
ports a lecture on Sex Hygiene which 
was so successful that the physicians 
of the town spoke upon the same 
subject at a subsequent meeting. This 
club also raised over $1000 last sum- 
mer to install a visiting nurse in the 
fall. 

The department lias Issued a cir- 
cular containing suggestions for w’ork 
for the ensuing season.

DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIAL 
AND 80CIAL CONDITIONS. 

The Committee on Industrial and 
Social Conditions was this year reor- 
ganized and has taken up the wrork 
of child welfare. Formerly the com- 
mittee was a joint one from the Fed- 
eration and the Women's Educational 
and industrial Union but that organi- 
sation having withdrawn, the Federa- 
tion is now’ in a position to under- 
take the work itBelf. 

From the answers received In reply 
to the questions sent to the clubs w f e 
learn that but twenty report an In- 
dustrial and Social Conditions com- 
mittee while others have a commlteee 
which although under a different name 
apparently corresponds to ours, and 
about forty clubB have had one or 
more lectures relating to industrial 
and social conditions. 

The Nautilus Club has investigated 
life among foreign children. The Mel- 
rose Highlands Club has formed a 
Boys' Club with 103 members. The 
Boston Section. Council Jewish Wo- 
men, haB three schools for moral 
training in the congested districts. A 
few clubs report interest In Savings 
Bank Insurance. 

Judging from many of the returns, 
there seems to be misunderstanding 
regarding the questionnaire which was 
issued by this department. Apparent- 
ly many of the clubs do not appreci- 
ate the importance of the question- 
naire and the value of the questions 
asked. They do not grasp the fact 
that it Ib the individual child which 
Is under discussion. We ask you to 
Bend us aB complete a picture as 
possible of each child investigated. 
Our investigation is to be continued 
to include the child In the school, 
at work and at play. Nothing of 
this kind has ever before been un- 
dertaken. The returns are to be tab- 
ulated and the Federation will thus 
be enabled to make definite sugges- 
tions that will be of Importance not 
only In the work of the Federation, 
but In other lineB of work. The Ver- 
mont Federation Is to carry on a sim- 
ilar Investigation by adapting our 
questionnaire to the rural conditions 
of their state. 

By invitation of the Worcester Wo- 
man’s Club on the fifth of May our 
committee held an all-day conference 
In the beautiful Woman’s Club Build- 
ing- 

Milton has told us: 

"Tlie childhood shows the man 
As morning shows the day” — 

Let us because of that fact take 
up this child welfare investigation 
with new zeal, remembering always 
that what makes for the betterment 
of the conditions surrounding child 
life makes for every known form of 
social betterment.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

The Legislature has struck a dull 
streak in Its annual course, with the 
big matters still unreported and only 
the Governor’s messages and vetoes 
to enliven the proceedings. The holi- 
day this week helped to keep down the 
Interest, the Senate meeting on Satur- 
day and adjourning over Monday 
while the House was not in session 
Saturday, but met for a short time on 
Monday. 

It Is said that Senator Mulligan will 
again be a candidate, and the former 
representative Hilton of Framingham 
and Cutting of Weston will also be in 
the field. Senator Mulligan 1 b now 
serving his third term and with the 
Bcant plurality by which he pulled 
through last fall, it would be inviting 
defeat to allow him to run again. The 
matter will undoubtedly be Bettled by 
direct nomination, as that bill will 
pass notwithstanding unfounded ru- 
mors hat the state machine is oppos- 
ing its operation by seeking to add a 
referendum to Jt. This will be a fac- 
tor this fall which will eliminate the 
the power heretofore possessed by the 
Republican leaders to dictate the nom- 
ination, and the operation of the new 
law in thiB senatorial district will be 
awaited with considerable interest. 
While on this topic, I understand that 
all three of our capable representa- 
tives from this city are willing to ac- 
cept a third term, and from the posi- 
tion each occupies at the State House, 
Newton Is extremely fortunate in se- 
curing their services for a third year. 
Our interests and indeed the interests 
of the entire state are safe in the 
hands of such gentlemen as Represen- 
tative Elite, Bothfeld and White. 

In this connection the Boston Rec- 
ord says: 

“Rep. Ellis of Newton is expected to 
come back next year, and is wanted 
to head the committee on Btreet rail- 
ways, of which he is now ranking 
member; the present chairman will 
probably not return. There is little 
doubt that whoever is elected speak- 
er next year. Rep. Ellis will be urged 
to take the street railway chairman- 
ship. At the same time he has proved 
to be a very valuable man In the chair- 
manship of the labor committee, and 
of course can have that if he prefers 
it, but the majority of the conserva- 
tive members regard It as an exceed- 
ingly onerous place, requiring much 
self-sacrifice.” 

A bill has been introduced by Mr. 
White to authorize the Stone Institute 
to transfer property to the Newton 
Home for Aged People. As it was 
Mr. Stone’B philanthropy which helped 
to found the Newton Home, the mat- 
ter is all In the family, so to speak. 

All three of our representatives sup- 
ported the veto of Governor Fobs on 
the school teachers of Boston bill, and 
they also sustained the Governor in 
this half-hearted veto of the Boylston 
Btreet extension bill.

Friday evening when, with special mus-

1861. the Sunday School 
was founded by Samuel E. Lowry, then 
a young business man of Boston who 
made his home in Newton. 

On Sunday morning a special pro- 
gram was carried out the principal fea- 
tures of which were the special music 
by the quartet consisting of Mrs. Carle- 
ton L. Ellison, soprano, Mrs. Frank 
Seaward, alto, Franklin P. Lowry, ten- 
or and J eslie A. Burgess, bass; mwl - a 
historical sermon 1 v the pastor. He paid 
a most beautiful tribute t«» the spiritual 
manhood of the founder of the Swtula* 
School and Church and its first Suner- 
intendeut ami Pastor Rev. Samuel E 
Lowrv, spoke eloquently of his passios 
for service, and of the great work done 
at North Village and for the people of 
the place hy this servant of God. He 
pictured most graphically Mr. Lowry’s 
influence for good upon tile people of 
his day and generation. 

On Sunday evening the anniversary 
Concert of the Sunday School was fit- 
tingly observed. The members of the 
School headed hy the Primnrv Depart- 
ment inarched into the church singing 
“Onward Christian Soldiers” for a pro- 
cessional. Mr. William K. Lowry, son of 
Samuel K. l.nwrey and the present 
Superintendent then gave ail address of 
welcome. This was followed hv greet- 
ings from F.lint Church hy Rev. H 
Grant Person, who referred to the 
North Village church as the child oi 
Eliot. 

A historical addre«* was next given 
hv Mr. Reuben Forknall. a former 
Superintendent ami co-worker with Mr 
Lowry during a part of his ministry. 
He gave an outline of the history of 
the Sunday School, a brief summary of 
which follows : The School was organ- 
ized on June 2. 1861. when Mr. Lowry 
II. K. Stafford and Henry Breck gather- 
ed a few people together at what wa* 
the old Bemi.s Station ami held an af- ■ 
teriumn service, on June 23. of the same 
year the meeting place was changed, and 
a large room in the old Ritchie farm 
house, situated on the site of the pres- 
ent residence of General A. O. David- 
son, w as used as a Sunday School room 
Later in July 18o2. Mr. Lowry raised 
funds enough to build a small chapel 
and in 18o> an addition was made to it 
This chapel stood on the present silt 
of the North Village Church, the land 
having been given hy the late Thoma- 
Dalhv, proprietor of the Dalby Mills. In 
July 1866 the North Village Clmrch was 
organized and Mr. Lowry, who had 
studied in the meantime for the minis 
try, was ordained pastor. This chapel 
was burned in June 1872 and the pres- 
ent stone building was erected and ded- 
icated free from debt in October 1873. 
Up to the time of his death in 1884 
Mr. Lowry continued to serve the peo- 
ple of this church.

Last Sunday at the (trace Church of 
which he was rector for 31 yeark, a 
memorial service was held for the late 
Rev. George Wolfe Shinn L>. D. The 
day was particularly appropriate as it 
was the fifth anniversary of the last 
time Dr. Shinn officiated aa rector. The 
principal feature of the service was the 
following appreciation of Dr. Shinn, 
given hy his friend, Col. Homer B. 
Sprague. 

Col. Sprague said 

"There is a true law, a right reason, 
congruous to nature, pervading all 
minds, constant, eternal; which calls to 
duty by its commands, and repels from 
wrong-doing by its prohibitions ; and to 
the good does not command or forbid 
in vain, while the wicked arc unmoved 
hy its exhortations and its warnings. 
This law cannot be annulled, superseded, 
nor over-ruled : no senate, no people 
can loose us from it: no jurist, no inter- 
preter can explain it away. It is not one 
law at Rome, another at Athens, one at 
present, another at some future time; 
but one law, eternal and unchangeable, 
it presides over all nations and all 
times, the Universal Sovereign !" 

This consciousness of the higher law. 
so magnificently expressed by the 
great Roman orator, and of the duty of 
perfect obedience to it — a duty inculca- 
ted and practised through five genera- 
tions of ancestors— came as if by in- 
stinct or heredity, to constitute the foun- 
dation of Dr. Shinn's character. 

His forefather.John Shinn, (Sheen, 
Shene or Sheehan 1. had been a member 
of the Church of England, but under 
the preaching of George Fox and Wil- 
liam Penn and the writings of Robert 
Barclay, had joined the Society of 
Friends. In 1680, two years before the 
arrival of Penn at Philadelphia, John 
Shinn came from England to Burling- 
ton in West New Jersey, twenty miles 
northeast of Philadelphia. All that re- 
gion had been sold to the Society of 
Friends six years before. John Shinn 
was active, influential, and well-to-do: 
hut in the sixth generation the family 
had become poor. 

Among Dr. Shinn's maternal ances- 
tors were Germans by the name of 
Wolfe, and English by the name of 
King. George Wolfe, his German grand- 
father, had come to Norfolk, Va., about 
the year 1812. He died in 1840. He is 
described as "noble, religious, honest, 
one of the best of earth." On his death 
bed his infant grandson was brought to 
him. With joy he gave the child bis 
blessing. "I cannot but think", said Dr. 
Shinn more than sixty years later, "that 
his dying benediction has always rested 
on me.” 

George Wolfe Shinn, named for him 
was born December 14. 1839, in a house 
on Laurel street in the district known 
as the Northern Liberties. 

On bis mother's side his immediate 
ancestors were mostly Methodists. His 
grandmother was quiet, but her sister, 
"Aunt Huldy" was a "shouting" Meth- 
odist. His mother, Sarah Wolfe, and his 
father. William Hooton Shinn, were 
unobtrusive and silent. 

Thus to the profound gravity and un- 
questioning obedience of the Quaker . 
strain, there was added, in bis make-up. 
the earnest devotion which still charac- 
terizes the followers of John and 
Charles Wesley, for whom Dr. Shinn al- 
ways felt a profound reverence. When 
a mere child he was taken to a Mcth- 
odist Sunday School. There he learned. , 
to use his own language, "something of 
the unseen Deity, and of the worship 
of the Merciful One, Our Savior.” He 
admired anil loved his teacher in that 
Sunday School. 

From his father who died at thirty 
five, and from his grandfather, who; 
passed away at fifty, lie inherited a rath-] 
er delicate constitution. Mental vigor] 
usually has a physical basis; but there i 
are exceptions. He never could have I 
become an athlete. Not lacking in moral: 
courage, be never was a brutal fighter, j 

"The child is Father to the Man," He] 
early conceived the idea of a mission of; 
service to humanity, blit not by violence.] 
"Overcome evil with good" was his fa- 
vorite maxim all through life. 

There was in him an extraordinary 
delicacy. It amounted to an almost mor- 
bid sensitiveness. The child was affect- 
ed even to tears when his little hands 
were soiled. The combination of Quaker 
seriousness, Methodist ardor, extreme 
fastulioiisness. and shrinking front hel- 
ligerant violence, reminds us of the de- 
scription in Paradise Regained where 
the Founder of Christianity is made 
by Milton to say — 

"When I was yet a child, no childish 

play 

To me was pleasing. All my mind was 

set 

Serious to learn and know, and thence 

to do 

What might be public good. Myself I 

thought 

Born to lhat end. born to promote nil 

truth, 

All righteous things.” 

Precisely thus was it with Phillip* 
Brooks. A schoolmate writes of him at 
the age of eight, "When school was out 
we boys would be on the keen jump for 
the near-by common for games: ball, 
hockey, cricket, marbles, etc. Not so 
Phillips Brooks. Never did 1 sye him 
go to the Common to mingle with us 
other boys in play.” 

At six or seven years of age. George 
was sent to Lee's school in Kensington 
on the Germantown road. They called 
it a "select school" : hut the wickedness 
and brutality of some of the overgrown 
"select” hoys with their sharp knuckles 
and muddy boots, were shocking, The 
girls, little and big, were as usual much 
better, nice by contrast. The principal 
sat at a high desk, and with a long ruler | 
administered swift punishment upon re- 
fractory pupils. 

At eight or nine, the family having 
removed to the adjoining suburb, the 
boy entered the public grammar school. 
There, as everywhere, lie became a fa 
vorite with his teachers. Some fifty or 
sixty years later he mentions some of 
them with tender affection: Madam tic 
Poras. a loveable woman, who took him 
once to see the inside of a theatre and 
probably suggested the possible useful- 
ness of the drama: Mary Creighton 
‘‘(ban whom" he says, "no one could 
be much more beautiful in form ami 
Miiril. She Held us in ill? Iwiuls of love, 
“ll was a pleasure to bo to school in 
those days”, no reminder of Shakes- 
peare’s 


"Whining schoolboy with his satchel 
And shining morning face, creeping like 

snail 

Unwillingly to school!” 

His father dying when George was 
twelve, he wished to leave school, and 
work to help support his mother. But 
she chose to endure privations rather 
than take her son from his bonks. 

Accordingly he then entered the Boys' 
Central High School of Philadelphia — 
an excellent institution as I found on 
visiting it a few years later. His mother 
married again. The marriage was un- 
fortunate. The husband was a slave to 
the drink habit, and. when intoxicated, 
was violent. In one of his drunken fits, 
he drove George out of the house. It 
was a bitter, terrible experience. The 
remembrance of it determined him. as 
that of the slave auction impelled young 
Abraham Lincoln many years before to 
hit the monster evil and "hit it hard.” To 
this sensitive boy. incarnation of gentle- 
ness, the demon of intemperance be 
came visibly a producer of unmixed 
misery, an impoverisher and destroyer. 
He saw it crippling industry, sapping 
virtue, kindling hatred, begetting crime, 
breaking up well-to-do families, filling 
jails and alms-houses, exchanging hard 
earned money for "liquid death,” burn- 
ing up body and soul as with hell fire! 
It seemel to him that no Upas tree nor 
pit of Avenius ever sent forth exhala- 
tions so horrible, to blast, desolate, 
blacken, and kill. Almost his last pub- 
lic utterances, editorials ill the Church 
Monthly Temperance Magazine, were 
trumpet calls to come up — "come up to 
the help of the Lord against the mighty" 
the hydra headed devil of drunkenness. 

Providence was guiding all. Our 
slender, sweet- soul ed. home-loving youth 
driven out with curses and violence into 
the street, was taken by a kind physi- 
cian and druggist, Dr. George W. 
Vaughan, into his family, and into his 
store at the corner of Queen and Shnck- 
amaxoni streets. The man was learned 
and philanthropic. His family were un- 
usually intelligent. He was greatly inter- 
ested in public education, and one of 
the prominent school directors. He was 
a leader in the City's charities. His house 
and his place of business were the re- 
sorts of many persons of high respec- 
tability. He was popular with teachers 
and pupils. One of Philadelphia’s im- 
portant public schools, of which he was 
an almost daily visitor, hears his hon- 
ored name, The Vaughan Grammar 
School. ] 

Young Shinn immediately won bis 
confidence, became an assistant in the i 
apothecary shop, and showed himself a 
model of good sense and fidelity. He 
was aide to contribute something to the j 
support of his mother and step-brother. 1 

The drug and prescription business of j 
course always requires caution and care. I 
The demands upon it here were extraor- 1 
dipary. Vaughan's store was near the 
slap yards on the hanks of the Dela- 
ware. Close by were extensive manu- 
factories of glass, large iron foundries, 
huge factories. Among the multitudes 
of workmen, some of whom were in 
dangerous occupations, accidents were 
continually occurring. Sufferers, wound- 
ed or burned, hastened for treatment to 
Vaughan's establishment. Our young 
clerk grew fond of ministering to their 
relief. His hands were as skilful as his 
heart was kind, "1 would rather”, he 
said many years late, "l would rather 
take care of a case of that sort at any 
time than eat my dinner." He was un- 
consciously fitting himself for his life- 
work, service to his fellow men in 
need. 

To arrest evil, to stop pain, to pre 
i vent or relieve distress, to help the 
I helpless, to cure the physical and moral 
maladies that afflict mankind — for every 
! misfortune to find n preventive or apply 
a remedy — this liecnme with him a dom- 
i inant motive. Alexander Pope, in his 
ugly, pessimism, speaking with undis- 
guised contempt of ministers, rulers, 
and ladies, utters a great truth — 

"Search then the ruling passion. There 

alone 

The wild are constant and the cunning 

known, 

The fool consistent, and the false sin- 
cere. 

Priests, princes, women, no dissemblers 

here. 

This due once found, unravels all the 

rest." 

The ruling purpose of young Shinn, 
amid the surroundings where Providence 
had placed him, was to be instantly and 
practically useful. 

Of course he must think of religion. 
It had been common talk among some 
of bis relatives, that there was “not 
much religion among Episcopalians." 

One Sunday morning he strolled from 
curiosity into sin Episcopal church. A 
quartet was rendering an ambitious mu- 
sical performance. It was long before 
he entered another, a too frequent ex- 
perience with those who look in upon 
the services for the first time, especially 
if they have been accustomed to regard 
a sermon as almost the only important 
thing, the only real business in Sunday 
worship. 

About two years later, on the invita- 
tion of a companion, ll think it was 
Mr. William Tardif. an ever dear 
friend, still living, of whom he after- 
wards said, "It is Mr. Tardif, under 
God. 1 thank for all that 1 am today") 
he attended the funeral of a young lady 
in an Episcopal Church. All seemed 
changed. The evident sincerity, the deep 
solemnity, the feeling of fervent wor- 
ship. a seeming sense of the divine pres- 
ence. tit pathetic music, the beautiful 
and impressive service— all created in 
liiiu a new estimate of Episcopal iatusm. 

Mr. Tardif is now one of die vestry 
of the Church of the Good Shepherd in 
Philadelphia. He it was. according to 
the distinguished Rev. Dr. Duhrmg of 
Philadelphia, who brought young Shinn 
into the church. On an Easter Sunday 
in Emmanuel Church be introduced him I 
to the Rector. Rev. J. Gordon Max-] 
well. He now became a frequent attend-, 
ant. An intelligent and faithful sexton, 
(and we of the Grace Church know how] 
valuable is an accomplished and devoted, 
sexton), aided him. Particularly he as 
silted him in finding the places m the 1 
Prayer Book, live ^queiicc* m the ser- 
vice. so often a stumbling block The 
stranger is puzzled, baffled, humiliated, 
repelled. Unshle l« know ‘'wln-re he ls

at , to use the Soul hern expression, he 
resolves t6 remain outside. 

Soon youfig Shinn became a member 
of the Bible class, and within a year 
he was a candidate for confirmation. 

He thought he had found in th e Epis- 
copal Church the qualifications his na- 
ture era veil : the Quaker consciousness 
of the “Higher Law” the indwelling 
illuminating Spirit ; the fervor of soul 
too often suppressed in some denomina- 
tions and not too often outspoken even 
»" Methodist worship: and now, in 
the Episcopal service, in a higher de- 
gree than elsewhere, as it seemed to 
him. the decorum, the grace and dignity 
which hts fastidious soul demanded; 
triple excellences combined, illumined 
conscience, glowing spirituality, and the 
"beauty of holiness’'. 

Yet this Emmanuel Church of Phil- 
adelphia had been what would now be 
called the lowest of the low. The con- 
gregation was made up largely of Or- 
angemen from the north of Ireland. The 
good sexton believed the Church of 
Rome to be the “Scarlet Woman" of 
the seventeenth of Revelations! The 
ancient and sublime “Te Deum Lauda- 
mus (We Praise Thee. O God) savored 
too much of Roman Catholicism ; it must 
not be sung in Emmanuel Church! No 
flowers on the communion table! In 
the prayers the congregation must not 
kneel toward the altar, but face the rear 
and bow to the seats on which they sat ! 
Sir John Bowring’s magnificent hvmn. 
“In the cross of Christ I glory" might 
be sung, but no cross, much less a cru- 
cifix, even ip a picture, must be conspic- 
uous in the church. Once a party of de- 
vout young burglars in an excess of 
piety, piety run mad, broke into the 
building, and with jack-knives made 
havoc of a gilded cross on the front of 
the pulpit, a pulpit which had been elab- 
orately designed by Bishop Hopkins. 

^ et with all this narrowness, there 
were admirable features in Emmanuel 
Church ; unquestionable sincerity, hearti- 
ness in the responses, missionary zeal, 
loyalty to ideals. The Sunday School 
numbered hundreds and sometimes held 
two sessions. 

Confirmation day came. The sermon 
was preached by Rev. Mr. Dalrymple 
from the text, “Speak to the children 
of Israel that they go forward." The rite 
was administered by Bishop Alonzo Pot- 
ter. father of the late Bishop Henry C. 
Potter. 

Here is a turning point in young 
Shinn’s career. His general philanthro- 
phv is specialized, and a strong sense 
of duty takes possession of him. He

feels, like St. Paul, “Vecrssitt is laid 
upon me; yea woe is unto me, if I 
preach not the gospel.” 

But how to gyt the edticntloh deem- 
ed necessary to prepare him for the 
ministry? Neither he nor any of his 
friends had the pecuniary . means. lie 
eon sit It 9 his rector. Rev. Mr. Maxwell. 
He advised him to continue in the ser- 
vice of I)r, Vaughan, save up what 
money he could, meanwhile utilizing ev- 
ery opportunity for intellectual and spir- 
itual improvement. 

So he continued with Vaughan. The 
com pm,; he tnet there was excellent. 
The business afforded him frequent 
pleasure in relieving pain. Hard work by 
day, reading at night, not very systemat- 
ic, but all tending to qualify him for the 
ministry, was the routine. Besides he 
was able to make some contribution to 
the support of his mother. 

Soon after confirmation he became li- 
brarian of the Sunday School. Always 
a lover of books, this position was help- 
ful. Later he became a teacher there. 
Nothing else so clarifies the vision as 
teaching ; it insures clearness of ex- 
pression by voice and pen. 

He threw himself into other active 
work. One of the most helpful agencies, 
to him and others, was a literary society 
in the parish. It was composed of young 
enthusiasts, not deep in literature, but 
eager for self-improvement. Essays, dis- 
cussions. readings, declamations, with 
occasional recreation and fun, made the 
meetings pleasant and profitable. In this 
club he was a leading spirit. He was its 
secretary. He edited its manuscript 
newspaper. He read this to the club 
every month, and often wrote all the 
articles. To this incessant practise of 
composition, he in after years attributed 
his case in expression. Singularly en- 
ough, this literary society was looked 
upon with disfavor by the rector, the 
church officers, aiul the leading parish- 
ioners; but when the terrible depression 
in business came all over the land in 
1857, and multitudes of the poor of 
Philadelphia were in distress, this lit- 
erary society took the lead in relief work- 
in the northern suburbs. It raised and 
distributed thousands of dollars, estab- 
lished store houses, instituted systemat- 
ic visitation among the needy. Here 
again young Shinn, eighteen years of 
age. was in his element, his favorite 
occupation, his chief joy. He became 
the Secretary of the Kensington Relief 
Society, and many hundreds of sufferers 
were thankful for his beneficence. 

But the question was still urgent 
Where shall he go and finish his prepa- 
ration for holy orders? 

He decided to enter the preparatory 
department of the Virginia Theological 
Seminary. Episcopal Divinity Schools 
were scarse in those days. There were 
but four in all the United States; one 
in Connecticut, one in New York, one 
in Ohio, and one in Virginia. That in 
Virginia was the only one which had 
a preparatory department. It was about 
three miles from Alexandria a city at 
that time of 13,000 inhabitants. The in- 
stitution had an excellent reputation. 

Young Shinn entered it in 1859. He 
was a student there about two years. 
He roomed at first in the building that 
stood in a grove and was called “St. 
John’s Hall in the Wilderness." 

He studied hard, accomplishing in two 
years what ordinarily requires four. At 
the close of his first year he wished to 
enter the University of Virginia and 
pursue a regular college course. It was 
impracticable, if for no other reason, on 
account of finances. Remaining, he came 
under the influence of Phillips Brooks, 
an advantage as great perhaps as any- 
thing a university could give. Brooks 
had graduated at Harvard in 1855. He 
had taught, or tried to teach a year 
in the Roston Latin School. In Novem- 
ber 1856, he had entered the Virginia 
Theological Seminary as a student. In 
1858 he wished to be assistant librarian 
there, but that post was given to an- 
other. He now became principal of the 
preparatory department of the Semin- 
ary. He taught the preparatory students 
Latin and Greek three hours a day. It 
makes us smile to think that Phillips 
Brooks’s salary was $300 a year with 
hoard reckoned at $100! 

The Seminary was not prosperous fi- 
nancially, The students had no luxuries, 
few conveniences. Most of them took 
care of their own rooms, swept them, 
made their own beds, sawed their wood, 
built their own fires. lugged water, lived 
plainly but healthfully. The preparatory 
department under such a teacher as 
Phillips Brooks was better than most 
colleges ; yet Dr. Shinn never ceased to 
regret that he never had a university 
education 

He, perhips, overestimated its value. 
The best education, the only education, 
at college or anywhere else, is self-ed- 
ucation. Many a high school masquer- 
ades as a college, many a monohippic 
college as a university. "Many a univer- 
sity. so-called” answers Dean Swifts’ 
description of one; “It must be a learn- 
ed place; for every student carr'Ucs some 
learning there, and no one ever brings 
any away.’’ Shakspeare, Washington, 
Lincoln. Franklin, Irving. — these were 
not college men. 

Yet young Miiim was happy from lirsi 
to last at this preparatory school, lie 
grew more fond of it the longer he 
slaved. He declares. “The whole tone of 
the institution, the beautiful country, 

♦ he delightful hospitality, all made my 
life there very attractive." The buildings 
were on high ground, commanding at 
some points line views of the Potomac, 
Among the pleasures were opportunities 
to visit occasionally Washington, Mount 
Vernon, and other historic spots. 

But lie never forgot illat he must be 
'about his father’s business." "l)o all 
the good you can,” was the frequent 
parting injunction of the best man \ 
ever knew. This was Shinn’s aim in 
youth, manhood, and age, the key to 
all his movements, the spur to all his 
activities. On Sunday afternoons, for 
•, 1 , 1 m- months, he walked regularly to 
the City Almshouse in Alexandria, and 
there m • tight in cyi-rJR possible way to 
cheer the fnh»rii inmates. In the Obi 
Falls Church >everal miles beyond the 
Seminary, he was glad to serve as Lay 
header Saturday afternoons he would 
“i roll up there, '•pend the evening visit* 
mg the people, Sunday morning hold 
Sunday School, and assist in the ser- 
\ieev A project was formed of starting 
a new church still further out in the 
coimtrv. and calling hint to be its rec- 
tor. But he was not ready for that. 

In 1 he -e mi nary were three teacher- 
of local eminence. Drs. Sparrow. Gray 
and Packard. \ -trong friendship grew 
np between him and Gray and Brooks 
Brooks was ordain* d Deacon there in 
June. 1K59: by Bishop Meade. It ts 
tinted as a singular coincidence that 


these three men, Brooks, Gray, and 
Shinn, thus brought together in the 
setninary. had in after years contiguous 
fiehK of labor, BoStbn, Cambridge, and 
Newton. 

On the, twelfth day of April, 1861, civil 
war blazed forth in the attack on Fort 
Sumter. Five days later the State of 
Virginia passed the ordinance of seces- 
sion, The students returned North and 
South to their homes. 

Bishop Alonzo Potter had long cher- 
ished a desire to establish a Theolog- 
ical Seminary in Philadelphia. The time 
seemed auspicious. He founded the Phil- 
adelphia Divinity School. Mr. Shinn, 
then twenty-one years of age. became 
one of the earliest students, continuing 
in it about two years. The Divinity 
School had no buildings. For lecture 
rooms they used the basement of St. 
Andrews Church, the Episcopal Acad- 
emy, and the Episcopal Reading Room 
It had no library, but the great Philadel- 
phia Library, founded by Franklin in 
1731. and numerous other collections, 
furnished abundant facilities for read- 
ing and study. 

The system was like that of the Ger- 
man universities, lectures with collateral 
reading, a thorough, severe, almost pain- 
ful drill. Few students were ever sub- 
jected to harder tasks. '‘It seemed”, says 
Dr. Shinn, “as if we were being experi- 
mented upon, to see how much we could 
stand.” 

In November, 1862, he was ordained 
Deacon in St. Paul’s Church, Philadel- 
phia. his connection with the Divinity 
School still continuing. The special duty 
now assigned him was in the Sunday 
School, with parochial work among the 
families represented. Tn the summer he 
had found employment as lay reader at 
Mount Hope, Lancaster County, some 
ten miles Southwest from Reading, 
about eighty miles westerly from Phil- 
adelphia. War was raging. Like most 
Northern young men he was tempted 
to enlist in the Union Army. But the 
advice of Bishop Potter, if not his in- 
herited Quaker sentiments, dissuaded 
him. He was illegally drafted as a con- 
script by the Mount Hope authorities 
as if he were a resident there. Friends 
sought to procure his appointment as 
Chaplain of the Philadelphia city troop 
1 hen serving in Tennessee. He was re- 
leased from military duty, and the effort 
to make him chaplain ceased. 

On the first, second, and third of 
July, 1863. the battles of Gettysburg 
were fought. He was immediately sent 
with barrels, boxes, medical and surgi- 
cal supplies for the 20,000 sick and 
wounded of the Union and Confederate 
armies in the hospitals. Here once more 
he was in his element. The skill ac- 
u iiired £11 his years of service in 
Vaughan’s ft rug store proved a blessing 
to many. 

In the fall of 1863. lie was fortunate 
in his marriage to Elizabeth Mills. Her 
parents were Presbyterians of Scotch 
Irish descent. Thev had lived in the 
north of Ireland. She had been an ac- 
complished and successful teacher in the 
public schools of Philadelphia, and was 
able and willing to aid him effectively 
in his contemplated work. 

Hp was ordained priest in the Old 
St. Paul’s Church. His philanthropic 
spirit had already formed for itself an 
ideal of a parish that he should prefer 
above everv other. Tt should he among 
the poor. Especially did he desire that 
it should be on the edge of a great city, 
from whose resources he might draw a 
thousand materials to build up a spirit- 
ual temple among the lowlv. He took 
no thought for salary. He wished to live 
among the hard working, simple-minded 
neglected, plain people, to fill their 
humble homes with cheer, to lift them 
to a higher level, to feed them with the 
bread of life. The particular means 
should be an “institutional Church.” 

The Y. M. C, A/s had started in 
England a score of years before, but 
had hardly been heard of in America. 
College settlements, Societies of Chris- 
tian Endeavor, Young Peoples’ Unions, 
St. Andrews Brotherhoods, Young 
Men's Institutes, Church Clubs, were 
for the most part, yet unknown. 

He became Assistant Minister ill Old 
St. Paul’s, It was a hard neighborhood; 
all the better therefore for him ! Near 
by, loomed or skulked liquor saloons, , 
which he had good reason sto hate. In 
the vicinity were noisy and noisome 
stables, unsightly dumping grounds, 
spaces sorely in want of physical, intel- 
lectual, and moral regenration, a popu- 
lation much needing to he uplifted. 

Amid such surroundings, not far 
from the Church, he chose a residence. 
It would have been unendurable, but for 
the fact that among the parishioners 
were some really delightful people. 

But what he sought was not an estab- 
lished parish, hut a new one, a mission. 
In less than a year he was called to the 
rectorship of such, the Church of Our 
Savior, corner of Eighth and Reid 
streets. It was an extremely poor though 
populous district in the edge of the great 
city. Here he might labor among the 
lowly, and hope to see daily the fruits 
of his toil and self -sacrifice. 

But the location proved tin healthful. 
He was soon obliged to remove to a 
better 'environment, the corner of North 
and Fourth streets. Here his eldest son 
George and daughter Lizzie were horn. 

His labors were now crowned with 
success. In two and a half years he had 
gathered a large congregation with one 
hundred and fifty communicants, ami 
with three hundred children in the Sun- 
day School. He had hoped to find here 
a permanent home: but in mid-winter 
a complete break-down in health im- 
pended, and his physician peremptorily 
ordered hint awav to mountain regions 
of pure air. 

It was painful to leave a field so fruit 
ful, and many people who had learned 
to love him; but there seemed no alter- 
native. 

There was an opening at Shamukin, 
a town then of 4.000, now of 20,000 pop- 
ulation. near the centre of the mining 
region. The outlook was unpromising, 
but his success in Philadelphia made him 
more zealous than ever. ‘ I plunged in”, 
he says, “and started to build a church 
and gather a congregation. But a great 
storm blew down the building when 
nearly finished.” Out of the wreck he 
built a small chapel, Trinity Chapel 
l hey called it. Thither the family moved 
from Philadelphia. Here Lizzie was bap- 
tized by Bishop Vail, May 11. 1866. His 

zeal continued. He often held services 
in neighboring missions. His efforts 
were not unrewarded. A handsome stone 
church now adorns Trinity Parish. Sha- 
mokin. 

But the region was intellectually dark 
and drearv. How different from grand 
Philadelphia ! No good schools, no li- 
brary. no literary societies, no M*cial ad 
vantage;*, no historic associations, *lio in 
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spiring memories, no Phillip, Brooks! 
. good place to come from and stay 
away: none Letter; no place for a wife 
in trail health, and with yottng children. 
0"ty to hi, family said, "Quit Shamo- 
Kin. to them it was an unspeakable 
relief to remove to fair Lock Haven. 

This was a lumber town of about five 
thousand people, some seventy miles 
northwesterly from Harrisburg. They 
lived a year in a pretty rented cottage, 
half a mile from the stone church, till 
the parish built for them a commodious 
rectory. 

, ^fotn first to last the missionary spir- 
it dominated him unabated. It stretched 
out a hand to the colored people there, 
among whom he labored successfully. 
Deeply interested in public schools, to 
which he owed so much, and whose 
vital importance had constantly been dis- 
cussed in his hearing at Vaughan’s, he 
assisted actively in organizing the State 
Normal School at Lock Haven. A good 
Normal School is more important than 
even a good college. Well were it if all 
college and university professors were 
made to take a course in didactics at a 
first-class normal school, or at least 
under a live magnetic instructor who 
should show them how to teach and how 
not to teach, and should impart conta- 
gious enthusiaism. It was my good for- 
tune some years later to deliver courses 
of lectures in that normal school build- 
ing and to observe in that intelligent 
community some of the results of Mr. 
Shinn’s wisdom and enterprise. 

He was not satisfied with the mere 
establishment of the Normal School. He 
formed in his parish a class in litera- 
ture. Literature seemed to him the long 
sought fountain of perpetual youth. 
Books were to him the most precious 
heritage of all past ages, the most in- 
destructible of riches. He saw that all 
visible wealth passes away, the products 
of fine or n ef 1 arts, paintings, carv- 
ings, palac 1 ryamids : and soon the 
treasures of nature, flowers and fruits, 
the precious stones of mine and moun- 
tain-all these, burn, decay, crumble, 
vanish ; but forma mentis aetema, the 
impress of intellect is everlasting: the 
human mind in its garment of poetry 
or prose, its Bihles, Vedas, Korans. 
Zend a vestas, lasts forever. Not that 
every hook had been dipped in immor- 
talizing Castalia, not that every author 
has drunk the clixer. “Southey’s Tha- 
laba”, said Person, “will be read when 
Homer and Virgil are forgotten; but 
not till then !” 

Such considerations moved Mr. Shinn 
to found the free public library of Lock 
Haven. The people recognized their ben- 
efactor and made him its first president. 
We who live in the shadow of the noble 
public library of Newton, established a 
year or two later, and who honor T. 
Wiley Edmands. George H. Jones, J. S. 
Farlow, and their co-workers here, for 
their labors and lilierality, can appre- 
ciate the indebtedness of Lock Haven 
to Mr. Shinn. From manv conversations 
with him 1 know his enthusiasm on the 
subiect of books and libraries. It would 
be hard to overestimate his sense of 
their value. 

Every beneficiary of such a library 
every one of a thousand or a hundred 
thousand readers, lie thought, has been 
given a life ownership of a thousand 
of a million dollars’ worth of books, but 
that thi*t was the least of such benefac- 
tions, The mystic element in his na- 
ture had here full scope and play. He 
felt that choicer treasures arc here, fin- 
er gold, brighter diamonds, more prec- 
ious jewels, than were ever fabled to 
have been scattered in El Dorado, or 
stored by kindly deities in some palace 
of Alcinous, or heaped by the hands of 
obedient genii in some Aladdin’s en- 
chanted hall. His dreams were true. 
What books are here ! No “Open Ses- 
ame,” nor magic eye salve, nor Arabian 
seal “graven with the great name of 
Solomon,” ever possessed, even in fable 
half their real talismanic power. As we 
read, we lose ourselves in reverie; the 
walls vanish, the horizon recedes, the 
ceiling lifts, the roof expands, rounds jn- 
tinrdotne. is lost in the infinite blue : the 
the great and good are again living, toil- 
ing, battling, triumphing, transfigured, 
luminous with the gleam, the light that 
never was on sea or land !” 

But the four years life at Lock Hav- 
en. delightful as it was, was not that 
which he had forecast as best. His health 
was now restored. He longed to fulfill 
his favorite plan. Once more he will en- 
deavor to build up a parish among the 
poor within the precincts or on the bor- 
der of a great or growing city. A call 
is extended to hint to take charge of 
Saint Luke’s in Troy, New York, then 
a city of 45,000, now 75,000 inhabitants. 
It was in the iron-working district. It 
was the worst place be had ever been 
in; that is to say, the best for his pur- 
pose! It was among the blast-furnace 
volcanoes and noisy rolling mills, was 
dark with perpetual smoke, and filled 
with soot and grime. 

The people were poor, largely through 
their own fault. Drinking saloons aboun- 
ded, flourishing amid the degredation 
they spread, illustrating the property of 
alcohol to kill everything alive, and 
preserve everything dead. 

Altogether it might have been an ideal 
place for a young clergyman, if unmar- 
ried. willing to “toil terribly", die young, 
and have his name enrolled in “The No- 
ble Army of Martyrs": but no borne for 


a husband and wife, neither of whom 
had an iron constitution, yet with four 
or five young children to rear and ed- 
ucate. 

The consummate worldly wisdom of 
the Roman Church in ordaining the 
celibacy of the clergy, and their conse- 
quent freedom from family cares and 
incumbrances; the almost equally wise 
system of itinerency of the clergy 
among the Methodists, insuring a prop- 
er parish for every minister and a fit- 
ting minister for every parish ; avoids 
such difficulties. 

Earnestly, even heroically, Mr. Shinn 
strove to better these conditions, and 
he did make great progress in overcom- 
ing the obstacles. As the public schools 
Seemed inferior, and there seemed to be 
danger of physical and moral infection 
from contact, he started a parish school 
for his own children and some of his 
neighbors’. Mrs. Shinn was a trained 
and skilful teacher, ami she shared her 
husband’s zeal. The rector of Calvary 
.Church, Summit, N. J., Rev. Walker 
Gwynne, who knew them in Troy, writes 
me, — “The industry and devotion which 
Mr. Shinn showed there, was character- 
istic of all his life. Mrs. Shinn also was 
a marvel. With five young children, yet 
she taught the parish school daily. I 
dont think she had a regular servant, 
and how she and her husband acocm- 
plishcd all, is a mystery.” 

The school prospered. It finally num- 
bered one hundred and twenty-four pu- 
pils. This excellent work led to an ur- 
gent cell to a wider field in the same 
city. He accepted the post of assistant 
minister of St. Paul’s Parish and Head 
Master of Saint Paul’s School. Not con- 
tent with this double duty, he originated 
and edited the missionary paper of the 
Diocese of Albany. 

But a due regard for his own health 
and that .of Mrs. Shinn, and for the 
welfare of his children, continually ap- 
pealed to him with increasing urgency 
to give up his cherished plan now at- 
tempted for the third time, the project 
which had brought him first to the un- 
healthy district of the mission in Phil- 
adelphia, next to Trinity Church in (he 
black region of Shamokin, and last to 
the fuliginous gloom of Saint Luke’s in 
Troy. The scheme of living among low 
down and poverty-stricken toilers in the 
neighborhood of a great or growing 
city, gathering them into a church, anti 
lifting them by every possible means to 
a higher and nobler life — this design he 
sadly abandoned. Even so late as a year 
ago he spoke sorrowfully of the hard 
necessity which forced him to relinquish 
that cherished purpose. The general plan 
of faithful ministry remained, but the 
specific direction of effort had to be 
changed.

TRAIN DELAY. 

Local service on the Boston & Albany 
branch of the New York Central system 
was demoralized, and thousands of 
commuters were exasperated by the re- 
sulting delay, when a locomotive became 
derailed in the yardoutsi de the South 
Station Monday morning. The trou- 
ble lasted more than an hour, and during 
that time nine trains running westerly 
through Brighton and Newton, and six 
others that come t«# Boston through 
the Brooklines, as well as eight out- 
ward-bound locals, were delayed. At 
one time there were five stalled trains 
extending from the Itunting-avenue sta- 
tion beyond the bridge at Boylston 
street. 

A shifting engine was the cause of 
the trouble. It left the rails at the 
point known as "the neck of the bottle,” 
where the seven tracks of the company 
converge into three, and the crippled en- 
gine lodged in such a manner that it 
blocked all three tracks. As quickly as 
possible wrecking crews were rushed 
to the place and the tangle was straight- 
ened. Meanwhile many passengers left 
the stalled trains and picked their way 
through the yards to the street cars. 
The accident happened at the busiest 
time of the morning. When traffic was 
resumed after an hour’s delay, the trains 
were run into the South Station by twos 
and threes and this fact often caused a 
train to stop far out beyond the train- 
shed, maging it necessary for passen- 
gers to walk several hundred feet into 
the station. 


„ The newly elected director for Lake 
Erie College, for women, at Paines- 
vi He, Ohio, is Henry Thomas Wade, 
of Boston and Newton, Mass., a gradu- 
ate of the New England Conservatory 
of Music, and for some years past 
prominent among New England musi- 
cians.

Wallace Goodrich, formerly organist of 
Trinity Church, Boston, and now dean 
of the Conservatory faculty, conduct- 
ing; Dr. A. G. Mitchell, boy choir 
training; Samuel W, Cole, public 
school music and Louis C. Elson, mu- 
sical history. 

Mr. Wade was graduated twice from 
the New England Conservatory, as con- 
cert organist in 1897, and as pianoforte 
soloist in 1904, with commencement 
honors on each occasion. He is a past 
president of the Conservatory alumni 
association, in whose affairs he has 
taken great interest. He continued his 
studies abroad, with Philipp and Widor, 
Paris, 

For some seasons past Mr. Wade 
has been organist and director of mu- 
sic at the First Congregational Church 
of Newton Centre, one of the most im- 
portant of the Boston suburban 
churches. He has also been conductor 
of the Newton choral society. He is a 
member of the American Guild of Or- 
ganists and has been appointed one of 
the examiners of candidates to serve 
in Boston, June 14, 1911. Few of the 
younger graduates of the New England 
Conservatory have gone into teaching 
with more thorough •preparation than 
Mr. Wade. He will assume his new 
duties next fall.

It did not require in Dr.. Shinn, nor 
does it require in U9, a belief in the per- 
sonal presence and guidance of a di- 
vine spirit to recognize the truth that 
"Things seen arc temporal, things un- 
seen, eternal.”’ We behold a few of 
the ten thousand billions of deciduous 
leaves and flowers of May and June. 
We know that no one of these, nor any 
rccr.gnixahlc germ of any of them, was 
in existence six months ago. or will be 
in existence six months hence. But 
the form, the pattern, the type, the 
shape, to which, in its proper kind, 
every leaf and flower must unerring- 
ly conform, that is indestructible. He 
would ask where does that eternal fig- 
ure exist? What can conscience tell us 
of that? Or of the truths of imagina- 
tion, of sensibility, of spirit, or of the 
final cause of all? Very real to him as 
to Horace Bushnell, were those truths. 
Saint Paul tells us he was caught up in 
a trance to Paradis**, and there heard 
words it was not lawful for him to ut- 
ter. Afloat on the un traversed sea of 
sentiment in a hemisphere of silence. 
Dr. Shinn would say with the swget- 
souled mystic. Father Ryan, The Ro- 
man Catholic poet, 

“Rut far on the deep there arc bil- 
lows 

That never shall break on the beach, 

And I have hear d songs in the si- 
lence 

That never shall float into speech.” 

This clement helped to make him an 
optimist. Conscious of an indwelling 
light and guidance, he lived much in 
this ideal realm. His son writes me, 
"You must have been struck with mv 
father’s great optimism. The world 
was a most beautiful place to him. The a 
flowers were beautiful, the water was 
beautiful, man was good. Of course j 
evil did exist, and suffering, and bad 
condition ; but so was the work good to s 
put one’s shoulder to the wheel to im- ] 
prove those conditions.” t t 

In the year 1880, Dr. Shinn origi- 1 
nati*d what some regard as the chief i 
glon- Newton. The story is worth 1 
repeating. He was called at midnight i 
to the bedside of a woman, poor, old, i 
frjer<11es?£ supposed to be dying. A t 
physician was present. She was un- 1 
conscious. Suddenly, to their surprise. 1 
she seemed to revive, and the death c 
hour was postponed. There was one ] 
otbf*r person in the house, hut too old 1 
-in! feeble to minister to the patient i 
Dr. Shinn and the physician sallied ; 
forth to find a care-taker for the rest ] 
ef the it»ht for the woman so near 1 
death’s door. They went from house i 
to house, in the darkness, knocking and i 
ringing, begging for some one to come 
tuui watch over the ’ Sufferer. For Half 1 
?*n hour the effort seemed hopeless < 
One sleeper would profess ignorance of * 
that kind of business. Another had « 
young child ren.of her own to look af- j 
«®r. Another had suspicions as to the l 
designs of these two strange men i 
prowling around in' the small hours <?f i 
the night. At last they rapped at the 1 
humble door of an Irish woman, the ] 
mother of a brood of children.

“She was in ] 
a sense our first nurse,” says Dr. j 
Shinn; “for the hospital idea was born 
that night.” , ; 

“We must have a hospital,” said 
lie to the physician. “Yes, the time , 
has come.” be replied. Almost imme- 
diately Dr. Shinn called a meeting of 
physicians at his house, and spoke to 
them of the importance of the subject 
and of speedy action. Steps were im- 
mediately taken tn study the situation 
consider plans, enlist influential men, 
organize an association, raise money, 
select grounds, and make a wise begin- 
ning. There seemed irreconcilable dif- ( 
ference of opinion. Shall th eschools 
of medicine, rfllopathic, and homeopa- 
thic. unite? Dr. Shinn was often a 
happy mediator. For the first time in 
America, the great antagonistic schools 
were united on equal terms. For the 
first time, too, a matron, instead of a 
resident physiciari, was placed in im- 
mediate charge. In January, 1881, the 
organization having been perfected, the 
institution was incorporated. Its lo- 
cation is fine. Its expansion lias been 
magnificent. Of course not one of the 
largest, it is yet one of the finest in 
New England, a model to others; for 
the past thirty years an honor and an 
ornament to the city, an unspeakable 
blessing to many inmates. Messrs. 
Pulsifcr, Burr, Gardner. Pitman, Claf- 
lin. Bishop, Ellison, Pierce. Worcester, 
Whiston, Lawrence, Bond, and others 
hardly less worthy, bore a most hon- 
orable part in this business; hut if any 
statute were ever to stand at the en- 
trance of that grand institution, it 
should he the handsome image of the 
chief originator, George Wolf Shinn. 

Bishop Henry C. Potter was for 
many years president and Dr. Shinn 
vice-president of the Actor’s Church 
Alliance. They believed that the thea- 
tre, which seems to be indestructible, 
might be made a powerful agency for 
good. Shakesepare appears to have at- 
tempted to elevate but in vain. His 
plays are sometimes shockingly coarse, 
never immoral. He would "show vir- 
tue her own feature, scorn her own 
image,” that is the loveliness of virtue, 
the ugliness of vice. Compared with con 
temporary dramatists, and even with 
those of fifiv or more years after his 
death, his plays are purity itself. Pol- 
lok. the Calvinist poet, in his Course 
of Time in 182£*is hardly too severe 
on the theatre as i thad commonly been. 
He declares— 

“The theatre was from the very first 

The favorite haunt of sin, though 
honest men. 

Sonic very honest wise, and worthy

Oedipus the King, Macbeth, Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin, Ben Hur, The Old Home- 
stead, The Servant in the House, The 
Passing of the Third Floor Back, and 
many others. What sermon during the 
last ten years has been more effective 
for religion than the morality play of 
Everyman? Then, too, there "Is 1 tfften 
in Ihe drama a world of much needed 
innocent amusement. When the'* best 
of men used to say to Us b‘6ys, “IT 
there is no other objection to the thea- 
tre, this is sufficient ; it takes the mind 
off from serious subjects.” Our hearts 
prompted the reply, “Thank heaven for 
that !” Sore through the ages in Puri- 
tan families has been the need of mirth, 
amusement, recreation, festivity, joy. 
Better, perhaps, than any other means, 
the stage may be made to supply that 
need, and. withal, historic instruction 
and lessons of lofty morality. 

Dr. Shinn was no orator, but his 
thoughts were lucid and lucidly express- 
ed. His words were not like Luther’s, 
“half battles.” He. lacked mighty phy- 
sical force,- dramatic intensity. The 
great orators, the Websters, Mirabeaus, 
O’Connells, are strong, sinewy, of deep 
chest, erect form, broad shoulders, der 
tided animal vigor. Yet Dr. Shinn was 
keenly alive to the importance, of cor- 
rect delivery. He-saw that full half of 
the average preacher’s effectiveness is 
lost by flat failure in vocal expression, 
a voice that cannot be heard at all, or 
is heard too much, an inarticulate jum- 
ble. or an ear-splitting roar; sound and 
fury incomprehensible, or signifying 
nothing. 

To correct all that, yet more as a 
learner than a teacher, he became pres- 
ident of the Boston School of Expres- 
sion. He held that office fourteen 
years. 

One important means of grace, how- 
ever, he, like every other Episcopal 
minister, unfortunately negtected the 
proper oral reading of the hymns be- 
fore singing. Some of these lyrics are 
among the most tender, beautiful and 
sublime effusions in literature. 

But if he was not intense or power- 
ful in the pulpit, he certainly was

graceful and effective there. Private 
oral reading in the parlor or the sick 
room is, .perhaps, as important, on the 
whole, a9 eloquence in the public au- 
dience room. Lear says of Cordelia, 
“Her voice was soft, 
Gentle anl low, an excellent thing 
in woman.” 

There are voices like the growl of 
young lions or the filing of saw teeth, 
rough and rasping anywhere, but in an 
invalid’s chamber tending surely to pro- 
duce spasms of nervous prostration. 
In this connection it is proper to 
commend an institution originated ten 
years ago by Dr. Shinn, the like of 
which had rarely or never been seen 
before. I learn particulars of it from 
its accomplished President, Mrs. F. B. 
Tracy. It is a society for minister- 
ing systematically to the happiness and 
recreation of invalids confined to their 
rooms by sickness. After some search 
for a name Dr. Shinn christenel it So- 
ciety for Entertaining the Shut-ins.

was its founder and first president. It 
is still alive and energetic. Monthly 
meetings are held, reports or visits to 
I the sick are read, work is assigned, 
suggestions are made; difficulties are 
discussed, and the way to obviate them 
is pointed out. For pure unselfish be- 
nevolence the value of Buch work can 
hardly be overestimated. “By means 
of visits, letters, reading matter, and 
other attentions, it seeks to entertain 
and cheer." Branches of this society 
might well be established in every city, 
and one in every village. 

Apropos of the work of the Shut-in 
Society, Dr. Shinn prepared a- Manual 
on the Art of Entertaining the Sick. 
It is a memorial volume. It empha- 
sifies four methods of ministering cheer 
and comfort to those confined to their 
rooms : First, by reading to them in 
a sweet voice such literature as shall 
interest and delight: Secondly, by tell- 
ing them with gentleness and attractive 
tones stories carefully selected to amuse 
and fill them with hope. Thirdly, by 
playing with them quiet games that 
shall beguile the weary hours and as- 
sure them of the affectionate interest of 
the visitor. Fourthly, if they love 
music of voice or instrument, by mak- 
ing sure that they receive the best 
that can possibly be supplied. This 
book should be in the hands not only 
of every nurse in hospital, but of every 
one who visits the sick. It is pure gold 
without a particle of dross. This was 
Dr. Shinn’s last book. 

One of his first was a description of 
Grace Church; It shows charmingly its 
,r Silent Voices,” the rich symbol |sm, 
the historical associations ; the precious 
memories this edifice contained when 
he became Rector in 1875. Much of 
striking interest has been added since, 
and more will follow. In particular, 
there should be at the entrance a bust 
of Dr. Shinn of purest marble, as per- 
fect as that of his friend Hornbrooke, 
a masterpiece of the sculptor’s art, in 
yonder Channing Church. 

These books are two of many writ- 
ten to promote some end dear to his 
heart. “Faith without works is dead." 
His practical turn of mind, acquired 
during his five years with Vaughan, 
where his habit was to utilize on the 
instant evenr oppdrtunity to relieve and 
heal, led him to prepare handbooks of 
immediate a a well as permanent util- 
ity. Successively there were issued 
from : the press the Manual of Instruct- 
ion as to Cellects, etc. (1873) ; Man- 
ual as to Confirmation (1874) ; Man- 
ual of Church History (1876); Man- 
ual of the Prayer Book, (1884) ; sto- 
ries of Happy Days for Christmas 
(1880); The Theatrical Stage as a 
Means of Instruction (1900) ; Ques- 
tions Concerning our Church ; Friendly 
Talks About Marriage; numerous arti- 
cles in magazines and newspapers. His 
editorial work was immense. Time 
fails to particularize further. 

But his literary labors were only in- 
cidental. His chief immediate aim of 
course was to build up Grace Church 
as a centre and source of blessing to 
this community. This group of con- 
nected buildings with all their contents 
but faintly indicates the toil of heart 
and brain of him who originated much 
of it and watched over it alL. The 
beautiful church was standing when he 
came, thirty six years ago, but it was 
almost sunk under debt. He not only 
left it free, but was mainly instrumen- 
tal in securing the chapel, parish house, 
and chair-hall, with their scores of me- 
morial adornments. 

But Grace Church and this .imme- 
diate vicinity were far from limiting 
his work of church organizations. He 
looked upon this whole city as his field. 
Hia* missionary spirit and general and 
special activities m religious directions 
up to the dale of his resignation as 
rector are perhaps beat expressed by a 
committee appointed by Archdeacon 
Babcock in compliance with a vote of 
the Archdeaconary of Lowell on the 
seventh of June. 1906. The instruct- 
ions to the committee were “to com- 
pose and forward to Dr. Shinn a letter 
fittingly expressing the high estimate 
placed by the Archdeanory on his life- 
long missionary activity, and its con- 
tinued interest in him and whatever he 
may be enabled by God’s Providence to 
undertake." The committee (Rev. John 
Matieson anil Hamer B. Sprague) say 
lo Dr. Shinn as follows: 

“If we are not mistaken, it is now 
more than forty years since upon enter- 
ing the ministry you formed to your- 
self the high purpose of building mis- 
sion churches where they were most 
needed and especially among the poor. 
Beginning with such enterprise in the 
outskirts of Philadelphia, you labored 
there faithfully and efficiently for some 
three years until your health, impaired 
by overwork, compelled a change. 
Thence, if we are correctly informed 
you went to Shamokin, Pa., where you 
held mission services among the miners, 
and built up a church. You went next 
to Lock Haven, Pa., where, in addi- 
tion to your regular parish dutie6, you 
conducted a mission to the numerous 
colored people ill that city. next 

accepted the charge of a parish among 
the iron workers in Troy, N. *. it 
was a difficult field, but its cultivation 
was in the line of your desire, and the 
poor had the Gospel preached to them. 

It is remembered that, while there, you, 
originated and edited the missionary 
newspaper of the Diocese of Albany. 
In connection with St. Luke s church, 
you started a parish day school which 
led to your appointment as head master 
of St. Paul’s School, an endowed in- 
stitution under the auspices of St. Pauls 
Church in that city. 

Your labors in Troy were crowned 
with success ; but it became evident that 


you must choose between tfie two voca- 
tions of teaching and preaching. To 
the good fortune of this Diocese you 
chose the latter; and thereupon you 
came to the city of Newton in 1875. 
Here for several years you ably edited 
a missionary newspaper. You found 
in Newton two organized parishes, 
Grace ami St. Mary's, and a feeble 
mission for W*st Newton and Auburn- 
dale. To this oyu rendered effectual 
aid, and were gratified to see it become 
strong enough to call to itself a rector. 
Carrying forward your efficient work 
at Grace Church you also began to lay 
foundations at Newton Highlands. 
There, too, your wise and energetic ef- 
forts were blest with success; so that 
they were at length able to erect a 
church edifice and engage a rector. The 
third of your missions in this region 
was at Chestnut Hill. Within a year 
or two the church people in that vicin- 
ity became strong enough to have a 
clergyman of their own. You cordial- 
ly helped the new church, the Church of 
the Good Shepherd at Watertown, 
about half of those engaged in it being 
members of your own Grace Church. 
You held occasional services in New- 
tonville. The movement there culmi- 
nated in the organization of St. John’s 
Church. We do not forget that you 
were for years a member of the mis- 
sionary committee of this Diocese and 
rendered valuable service as its secre- 
tary. This committee held meetings 
that created much and lasting interest 
in the plans undertaken for the spread 
of the Gospel. During the last General 
Convention held in Boston two years 
ago, your pre-eminent services in this 
field were recognized in your appoint- 
ment as chairman of the committee on 
the great missionary meetings, the ex- 
traordinary interest and success of 
which were due in great part to your 
judicious and efficient management. 
It were long to enumerate in illustra- 
tion of ‘your exemplary zeal in this 
great cause, the many articles you have 
published, the many eloquent appeals 
you have made, the many earnest ser- 
mons you have preached in your own 
and other parishes, and the many val- 
uable contributions of money and effort 
votl have secured in the promotion of 
church extension. The archdeaconry of 
Lowell and all who know you well, 
must gratefully recognize these faith- 
ful, untiring and successful labors of 
yours, the unselfish, Christlike spirit 
which prompted them, and the inspiring 
example of consecration which you have J 
thus given to the world. Your name, 
dear friend, should be honored, and, 
your deeds held in affectionate and last- 
ing remembrance by manv thousands 
whom vour ministrations have blest. 
For the sake of others, may a kind 
Providence grant you health and 
strength long to continue your efforts 
for the promotion of righteousness. 
For yourself, may you receive daily 
tokens of esteem from the living. 

“As honor, love, obedience, troops 
* of friends,” 

and at last an abundant entrance into 
that Presence where “they that be wise 
shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament, and they that turn many to 
righteousness as the stars for ever ana 
ever.” , . , 

Prior to Dr. Shinn s resignation ot 
his rectorate great sorrows had befal- 
len him— the death of Elsie, the child 
of four and a half years, in 187fi; ot 
his eldest son, George, a fine musician 
and architect, who passed sadly away 
at the age of twenty seven in 1901 : and 
of his eldest daughter, Lizzie, long an 
organist at Grace Church, distinguish- 
ed as a scholar at Boston University, 
and for four years head of the classi- 
cal department at Lasell Seminary, 
where tier memory is still fondly 
cherished by one of her best pupils, 
now a teacher there. She died in liWZ. 
Her angelic goodness is fitly commem- 
orated in the "Beatific Vision of 
yonder window. Last and sorest was 
the death in 1904 of her who for forty- 
one years had been nearest and dear- 
est, his most efficient helper. It im- 
paired his heart, already much under- 
minded by overwork. It would have 
broken his heart, but for the full as- 
surance of the all-overruling Divine 
Love. *

masonry in this city for the past few 
yean and which has given Ualhousie 
Lodge a very large membership, has 
caused the Grand Lodge of Massachu- 
setts to revive the charter of Fraternity 
Lodge which originally granted in Nov-

COMMUEE FINDS SATISFACTORY CONDITIONS 


The following report of the com- 
mittee of the Newton Improvement As- 
sociation, on the Underwood school 
will be of interest to parents in that 
district : 

Your committee, appointed to inspect 
the Underwood School, and to report 
in regard to its physical and hygienic 
conditions, submits the following state- 
ment : 

Although an old building, the Un- 
derwood School has a very favorable 
location. Its class rooms have plenty 
of sunlight and its system of ventila- 
tion, which utilizes a motor to drive 
the air throughout the premises, seems 
to be satisfactory. Its interior has re- 
cently been painted and is on the whole, 
cheerful and attractive. With the im- 
provements made which are referred 
to in this report, we feel that the Un- 
derwood School will compare favor- 
ably with the school buildings in New- 
ton. 

Our examination of this building leads 
us to recommend the following alter- 
ations and improvements : 

1. As some of the floors are cld 
and much worn, with wide cracks be- 
tween the boards which arc filled with 
dirt and dust, we recommend, where 
needed, the substitution of new flooring 
of tongued and grooved boards, laid 
tight, and with moulding at the mop 
board, sa that the sweepting or washing 
of the rooms and hallways can be done 
effectively. 

2 The closets and sanitary arrange- 
ments were found to be cleanly and free 
from oder and gave evidence of care 
and attention by the janitor. We. 
nevertheless, recommend that new 
wooden seats he provided for the clos- 
ets. as those now in use are old in style 
and cover in those parts of the plumb- 
ing that are always exposed under mod- 
ern practice. This improvement would 
call for only a small expenditure. 

3. The building is without a brick 
chimney : an iron flue or stack sur- 
rounded by a cylindrical metallic con- 
duit serves as a chimney and runs up 
through the interior of the building 
from cellar Jx>ve roof. Such form 
of construction is very objectionable, 
and would not in these days be permit- 
ted in a new building, as it would not 
he considered safe. The metallic 
flue, with the cylindrical conduit, al- 
though carrying at its top a hood. is. 
nevertheless, open to the weather and 
subiect to its influences. Unless the 
conduit is removed, no examination can 
be made of the flue in order to deter- 
mine if it has been eaten by rust or 
has suffered detcrioation through coal 
gas. In the old Bigelow School there 
was a flue of similar construction which 
was discovered to be riddled with holes 
and in a very dangerous condition. 
Fire insurance companies regard all 
forms of chimneys other than brick, as 
hazardous. Many companies will not 
insure mercantile buildings or dwell- 
ings unless the chimneys are of brick. 
Wc recommend that a brick chimney be 
substituted at the school for the pres- 
ent iron flue or stack. The argument 
that no fire has occurred at this school 
in all these years is without weight ; it 
might come next winter. 

Investigation has led the committee 
to the conclusion that an old school 
building, if kept clean and in good re- 
pair, especially if it be a building which 
is well ventilated and in which there is 
sunlight, is as healthy a place for little 
children to gather in as is one of new- 
er construction. 

In the new brick schoolhouses in 
Newton, contagious diseases have brok- 
en out from time to time. Convincing 
proof is thus furnished that, of itself, 
a new building is not an absolute pre- 
vention. If the conditions at a build- 
ing arc such that the vitality of the 
children assembled therein is sapped, 
then the situation is always one of dan- 
ger. for children in a low state of vi- 
tality are, of course, much more sus- 
ceptible to the gcrm« of disease. 

We are therefore of the opinion that 
when the improvements herein recom- 
mended have been made, the physical 
conditions at the Underwood School 
will be fairly satisfactory, and the 
building will then be a reasonably *ate 
place in which to assemble children. 

Reference has already been made to 
ihe service of the janitor at this school. 
This appeared to vottr committee to he 
conscientious and as efficient as the 
circumstances would permit. W >th 
newlv-laid flooring, we believe the 
floors should be swept and washed of- 
ten tr than has been the practice, and 
a more frequent washing of the top* 
of the desks is also recommended.

While it is essential, as we have al- 
ready Mated, that school buildiSgs, i„ 
both construction and equipment, shall 
be of such a character as not to injuri- 
ously affect the health of the children 
in attendance, the chief reliance against 
the inroads of contagion must be Medi- 

shoi,!d !I> ff"° n ' i The Board of Health 
should effectively guard the gates and 
thus prevent the entrance of disease. 
With the resources now at its dispos- 
al, your committee feels that the Board 
ot Health IS doing good work. With 
an increased appropriation it would un- 
doubtedly b e more efficient Dr. Curtis, 
the Chairman of the Board, intimates 
m a recent letter published in one of 
our local papers, that with additional 
funds provided, the Board of Health 
could Iesseq, the danger of contagion 
in our schools. The City Government 
assumes a serious responsibility if, 
through failure to respond to the call 
of the Board of Health, it hampers that 
organization in its efforts to prevent 
the spread of disease in our schools.

THREE HURT. 

Three persons were burned, and two 
of them added to their injuries by 
jumping from an attic window at an 
early morning fire yesterday at Newton, 
Those burned arc Patrick McKeown ;

It exploded 
and the oil was spattered over the car- 
pet and draperies. The screams of the 
frightened girls awakened the others 
and the father attempted to extinguish 
the fire. Meanwhile one of the girls ran 
to give the alarm. The children who 
were in the attic ran down the stairs 
and were met bv the flames from the 
burning oil. They were badly burned 
about the legs and ran back to the 
attic. The father was so badly burned 
that he fell unconscious. 

When the firemen arrived thev dis- 
covered the two children who had been 
lui rued at an attic window. Thev were 
anted to wait until ladders could he 
raised hut were panic-stricken and 
jumped. They were badly shaken, hut 
no hones were broken. The father was 
earned from the house by firemen and 
the three injured persons were hurried 
In the Newton Hospital. The children 
recover, lint the father's condition

DR. SHMN7MEM0RUL 

Col. Homer B. Sprague's apprecia- 
tion continued from last week’s issue. 

He would have been glad to remain 
and labor here. He could not bear the 
thought of ceasing his activities in his 
profession. His son writes me, “It 
was absolutely impossible for his chil- 
dren to persuade him to give up all 
work after leaving Grace Church." In 
a letter to me on the nineteenth of Jan- 
uary, 1905, speaking of his nervous 
prostration and enforced idleness, he 
says, “I am resting or trying to; but it 
is hard to think of the work that I 
would love to do and am not permitted 
to touch at all/' 

Broken in health, and having no long- 
er the invaluable assistance of the best 
of helpers, he resigned in May, 1906. 
He was immediately made Rector 
Emeritus. Where shall he spend his 
declining years? 

Many of his companions and co- 
workers had passed into the silent land. 
His surviving son and two daughters 
were at a distance. They each longed 
to have him with them.Each fitted up 
rooms for him. He was accustomed to 
say, “I have three homes/’ They 
would watch over their father with 
tenderest solicitude. 

He had hoped that the parish would 
be able to purchase his dwelling, and 
by and by erect a stone building for a 
permanent rectory, and connect it with 
the parish house by a cloister; but the 
funds were wanting. His income was 
mostly stopped. 

It was unfortunate that the Episcopal 
Church in the United States is not able 
to provide ample retired pay for its 
aged clergy. The public school teacher 
of the City of Boston is retired after 
twenty five years service and receives 
$600 a year during life. The lowest 
commissioned officer of the regular ar- 
my of the United States is retired at 
the age of sixty-four and thenceforward 
receives pay during his life at the rate 
of $1,785 a year. But the Rector 
Emeritus of an Episcopal Church, af- 
ter forty years service, receives at most 
$500! The spirit may be willing, but 
the purse is very weak. 

So he quitted his much loved New- 
ton. He now spent bis winters, for 
the most part, in Williamsport, Pa., j 
his summers at Summit, N. f. j 

Partially restored in health, liU irre- j 
pressible activity led him to take charge I 
of a new parish. All Saints, at Milling- J 
ton, twelve miles west of Summit. He j 
did excellent work ami they invited I 
h*m to bee vne permanent rector, lie j 
held occasional services in Calvary j 
Church, Su nmit, nr.J its rector bears 
eloquent tes'imonv to his effectiveness' 
there and elsewhere. At Summit he 
endeavored to found a literary club, 
like that in Newton, but the scattered 
population was inadequate. He suc- 
ceeded, however, in establishing the 
Overlook Hospital in Summit, in which 
for a short time, just a year ago, he, 
was himself a patient. 

At Williamsport he manifested ex- 
traordinary activity, even when in very 
feeble health. Rev. Rohert F. Gibson, j 
Rector of Trinity Church writes thus 
under date of March 20, 1911: — 

"Dr. Shinn, for several years before 
his death, spent a portion of each year 
wilh his daughter, Mrs. J. L. Hough, of 
this city. Here he made his presence 
felt in many ways. Though an inva- 
lid he did the work of an active man of 
younger years. He placed himself at 
the disposal of the Bishop, taking ser- 
vices wherever sent, and occasionally 
assuming charge temporarily of va- 
cant parishes, or missions. Wherever 
he went he was not content to merely 
officiate. He introduced new methods, 
inaugurated reforms, established rules 
and habits of neatness, order, taste, and 
churchlincss, made valuable sugges- 
tions, and left an impress by his teach- 
ings and his manifest holiness, which 
will always he felt. 

He was not willing to sit in the pews. 
The priestly instinct and habit was all 
powerful. When not having an oppor- 
tunity to officiate anywhere alone, he 
would come to one of us of the local 
clergy and proffer his assistance, 
which was always most gladly wel- 
comed. Most frequently he came to 
Trinity, because here his daughter is a 
communicant. During the winter be- 
fore he died, while 1 was ill wilh ty- 
phoid. In was practically in charge of 
the services here, an experience from 
which he seemed to derive unbounded 
satisfaction, though all the while he 
was in a most critical condition of 
health. So serious was this that it wa6 
always arranged that some one else 
should be at the church ready to take 
the service in cast Dr. Shinn should I 
find himself unable to come. This was 
dune that he might he spared the strain 
of resixmsibility. 

To us of ihe local clergy he was an 
inspiration. He was the most zealous! 
and active number of our Cleficus, 
and we were glad to sit at his feet. | 
What won our disciplesliip was no.i 
merely hi6 learning and experience, but' 
rather his modesty and humility and 
gentleness and sweetness. 1 dp not see 
how anylxtdy could help loving him. 
The same feeling of admiration and af- 
fection for him existed also amongst 


the ministers of other Christian bodies 
vho had come to know him through 
the meetings of ihe local Ministerial 
Association, One of the most promi- 
nent ministers of the town, a Presby- 
terian. in speaking of Dr. Shinn, at a 
meeting after his death, said, among 
other things, "He was one of two men 
whom I nave known, whom I would 
describe as angelic.” 

He crossed the Atlantic twelve 
times, six times each way. None of 
those excursions was for pleasure. In 
the first he had the care of an inva- 
lid. In 1890 he accompanied his daugh- 
ter to the Passion Play at Ohernm- 
mergau, and thence to lake charge of 
the American Church at Dresden. On 
another visit he attended with his son 
a series of lectures in Oxford, England. 
On one of the last visits he preached in 
St. Batolph’s Church at Boston, Lin- 
colnshire. of which visit and the fa- 
mous church he wrote a delightful de- 
scription. On his last journey to En- 
gland he took the place of a friend as 
Chaplain of St. Mary’s Hospital, Pad- 
dington, London, N. W. He was ill at 
the time. The task was beyond his 
strength. But he continued in it to the 
end. The plan was original, and it was 
as full of genius as of humanity. 

His beneficence showed itself in lit- 
tle things as well as in great. A sin- 
gle instance may illustrate. For years 
he was accustomed to deposit at the 
Post Office a little before Christmas 
a Bum of money, to be drawn for pos- 
tage to supply stamps for packages not 
sufficiently prepaid, that the joy of the 
addressees might not be delayed for 
want of postage. 

He was grateful for the slightest 
kindness. In his last illness, when he 
was moved in a wheel chair through 
the Grand Central Station in New 
York, and taken in the elevator there, 
he warmly thanked the elevator man 
for his courtesy, though so faint that 
it was feared be could not reach his 
destination alive. He was taken to St. 
Luke's Hospital, New York City, thence 
to Prout’s Sanitarium, thence to his 
daughter’s home in Summit in accord- 
ance with his expressed desire to die in 
his owi room. 

The mention of the two hospitals 
which he founded ; of that hospital in 
which he officiated in London as Chap- 
lain with a fidelity which exhausted 
his vitality; of that too, in which he 
was a patient in New York,, of his la- 
bors in the almshouse in Alexandria, the 
remembrance of his many ministries to 
rhe poor, the lowly, the afflicted — these 
have often suggested that there was 
a striking resemblance of Dr. Shinn’s 
Spirit to that of the great philanthrop- 
ist, John Howard. Says Edmund 
Burke, “Howard visited all Europe, not 
to survey the sumptuousness of pala- 
ces nor the stateliness of temples, not 
to make accurate measurements of the 
remains of ancient grandeur, or form 
a scale of the curiosities of modem 
art; not to collect medals or collate 
manuscripts : but to dive into the depths 
of dungeons, to plunge into the infect- 
ions of hospitals, to survey the man- 
sions of sorrow and pain, to take the 
guage and demensions of misery, de- 
pression, and contempt, to remember 
the forgotten, to attend to the neglect- 
ed, to visit the forsaken, and to com- 
pare and collate the distresses of all 
men in all countries. The plan was 
original, and it was as full of genius as 
of humanity/* 

"As full of genius as of humanity!” 
No one has called Dr. Shinn a great 
man. Perhaps we ought to revise our 
standards of greatness. Possibly the 
founder of Christianity was right and 
we are wrong in our estimates. When 
the Master’s ambitious disciples con- 
fronted him with the question, “Who 
is greatest in the kingdom of heaven?" 
he called to him a little child and set 
him in the midst, and said. “Whosoever 
shall humble himself as this little 
child, the same is greatest in the king- 
dom of heaven.” Greatness and little- 
ness,” said Phillips Brooks three weeks 
hefore his death, “are terms not of the 
quantity, but of the quality., of human 
life. If a man has a great conception 
of life, and is putting all of the little 
things which he is doing into that con- 
ception, he is a great man.” Does not 
Henry Drummond demonstrate that 
“the greatest thing in the world” is not 
intellect, but love? 

Dr. Shinn's spirit beamed from his 
face. It was the mirror of his soul, ex- 
pressing gentleness, cheer, hope, loving- 
kindness. Whether we will or not, an 
invisible sculptor is at work every in- 
stant, moulding, chiseling, the features, 
to make the external conform to the in- 
ternal. What is “good looking" but 
looking good? Edmund Spencer well 
explains the philosophy of it all ; 

“For of the soul the body form doth 
take : 

For soul is form and doth the body 
make.” 

Something of his goodness shone 
from his countenance, 

“A sweet attractive kind of grace, 
a full assurance given by looks 

Continued comfort in a face, the line- 
aments of Gospel books.” 

1 have heard several speak, separate- 
ly and independently, of the Christ- 
|tke features of this man, such as 
artists have given to the Good Shep- 
herd in yonder window. 

Here surely was an ideal pastor, a 
realization of Oliver Goldsmith s por- 
traiture of his sainted father and more 
sainted brother, the most perfect de- 
scription of ihe kind in all literature. 

“ Unskillful he to fawn or seek for 
power. 

By doctrines fashioned to the vary- 
ing hour. 

1‘i.r other aims his heart had learned 
to prize. 

More skilled, to raise the wretched 
than to rise.... 

Thus to relieve the wretched was 
his pride. 

And e'en his failings leaned to vir- 
tue’s side. 

But in his duty, prompt at every rail. 

He watched and wept, he prayed and 
felt for all; 

And as a bird each found endearment 
tries „ 

To tempt its new-fledged off -spring 
to the skies, . 

H*- tried each art, reproved each mill 
delay, . . ... 

Allured to brighter worlds, and led 


Beside the bed where parting life was 
laid. 

And sorrow, guilt, and pain by turns 
dismayed, . 

Th<- reveremd champion ttnoo. 
his control 


Despair and anguish fled the si nig- 
gling soul; 

Comfort came down the trembling 
wretch to raise, 

And his last faltering accents whis- 
pered praise. 

“At church with meek and unaffect- 
ed grace,

Truth from his lips prevailed with 
double ft way, 

And fools who came to scoff remain- 
ed to pray.

ALDERMEN ADJOURN FOR HIE SOMMER 


TERMS, 02.00 A YEAR. 


IK?" “ l JE" M SCHOOLS GRADUATE 


The last meeting of the aldermen pre- 
vous to the usual summer vacation was 
held Monday evening and lasted until 
midnight, adjournment being reached 
at 12.04 A. M., to be exact, altho there 
was the usual lengthy recess for com- 
mittees to meet. 

President Jones was in the chair 
and Alderman Leonard and Woods 
■were the only members absent. 

There were many hearings, the fol- 
lowing being the unopposed and were 
subsequently followed by the usual 
orders : — 

Edison Company for underground 
conduits in Ceutre and Washington 
streets, for poles on Farlow road, of, 
the Telephone Company, for poles on 
Greenough street, Fisher avenue, Ham- 
ilton street, and attachments on Derby 
street, Cemetery avenue, Homer street, 
Clinton street, and for removal of poles 
on Washington street, of the Middlesex 
and Boston Street Railway Co., for 
poles on Commonwealth avenue., of 
W. F. Warner, Page road, Mrs. Regi- , 
nald Gray, Essex road, F, R. Denning, 
Watertown street and Dr. Michael Chir- 
hurg, Kenwood avenue, for gasoline li- 
cense and on orders for concrete side- 
walks under the betterment law on 
Prescott street, and for the laying out 
of Glenmore terrace. 

At the hearing on the matter of poles 
of the Edison Co., on Highland avenue, 
Mrs. D. C. Heath appeared in favor 
and submitted a petition from other 
abutters favoring the placing of poles 
on this street, and the petition was sub- 
sequently granted. 

On the order for laying concrete side- 
walks on Charles street, under the bet- 
terment act, Mr. D. W. Morton said 
that the walks were absolutely needed, 
as -the large amount of travel had worn 
the gravel to such an extent as to cause 
large pools of water to stand in rainy 
weather. Mary L. Fitzgerald and G. H. 
Moore favored the matter in writing 
and Arthur S. Tucker filed a written re- 
monstance. The order was subsequent- 
ly passed. 

On orders for taking land for sewer 
purposes in Nehoiden road and Waban 
avenue. Mr. . C. Burnett, Mr. G. H. 
Wood, Mr. W. B. Peabody, Mr. C. 

H. Cook and Mr. C O Buttrick Bpoke 
in favor as the soil was such as to make 
cesspools of little value. Mr. Francis 
R. South wick and Mr. A. C. Gould 
spoke against a sewer in Nehoiden road 
as there were no houses there at pres- 
ent. The orders taking the land were 
subsequently passed togther with orders 
for sewer construction in these roads 
and Collins road, Crofton road and 
Irvington street 

Mayor Hatfield sent in a report of the 
Newton Improvement Association as to 
the condition of the Underwood school. 
He alBO sent in the communications 
from the Nonantum Improvement Asso- 
ciation. the Ladies Division, A. O. Hi- 
bernains, and Middlesex Court of For- 
esters relative to better fire protection 
at Nonantum. These requests were 
considered and an order passed for 
$450 for purchase of additional equip- 
ment and for repairs on Hose wagon 3, 

7 and 8. The Mayor also sent in the re- 
quest of the board of health for a new 
automobile and the matter was later 
referred to the Mayor and Alderman 
Bemis to provide a machine, preferably 
by changing with a machine now in 
use. 

The recommendation of the board of 
health for a sewer in Circuit avenue 
and of the Building Commissioner on 
application of the Odd Fellows Build-

I am highly honored by the invita- 
tion to say a few words concerning the 
Italians in America. I cannot express 
my feeling of admiration for the “Cir- 
colo Italo-Americao," whose aim is the 
elevation of the moral character of the 
Italians in America: — A great philan- 
thropical object, which deserves the uni- 
versal praise and the support of those 
who have open hearts. 

Should I say that there is need for 
several institutions and organizations 
of this kind : not only to bring ns new 
light, but also to show the American 
people our individual qualities of race, 
and to them that we can help in their 
social life. 

It is not necessary to be false to na- 
tures, although we have absolute need 
to blot out certain prejudices which 
act to our disadvantage. We need to 
lake away all those evil ideas and make f 
the American people understand that : 
our race is not a criminal one, but a ' 
race that can assist those people who 
welcome it. We have centuries and ■ 
centuries of past history of our pro- 
gress aftd civilization, to prove this for 
example. 

When London was but a village of 
cabins, and Paris. and Berlin the dwell-, . 
ing places of the savages, our ancestors I 
from the banks of the Tiber ruled the 
world, and under that empire the bar- 
barians were civilized. Always wt have 
made great contributions in the field of 
progress and civilization. Even whin 
oppressed and humbled, we have given 
to the world Dante, the father of the 
modem literature : Columbus, the great- 
est crplorer : Galileo, the most forci- 
ful demonstrator of the earth’s motion 
and orbit: Raffaello and Michelangelo, 
the painter and the sculptor; Napoleon, 
the greatest general; and Verdi, the 
master of the music, the only one in his 
greatness. 

Why, should not a nation, that has 
such a great history, and That has been 
admired by all, be permitted to assist 
those people who welcome us. and who 
wisely guide us. But no matter how 
brave a general may be. if his army is ■ 
demoralized, he can never win any bat- • 
tie. What happens then? It is neces- , 
sarv that we, that all Italians should | 
try to sacrifice ourselves so as to keep 
our names clean from the stains caused 
by a few. • 

This year the kingdom of Italy cele- 
brates the fiftieth anniversary of Unit- 
ed Italy. In 1861. after the victories of 
Magenta and Solferino, after the great 
expedition of Mille: and after the 
triumphal march of Garibaldi in the 
South of Italy ; the great King Vittorio 
Emanuele II opened at Turin the first 
Parliament. That first Parliament gen- 
tlemen, was the reward pf our grand- 
fathers blood shed on many hard fought 
battles. That first Parliament was the 
ideal of all those thinkers, who, al- 
though under constant danger of the 
oppressor s axes, were working inde- 
fatigablv for the union of Italy. And 
we are the descendants of those heroes : 
to us comes entrusted as a precious her- 
itage this accomplishment. We must 
prove ourselves worthy by holding hich 
the name of Italy. 

For us. this big country is waiting. 
But until we wash away certain pre ra- 
dices, and until our minds are enriched 
with knowledge and our hearts more 
open to guidance shall remain at the 
foot of those stairs which others con- 
tinually ascend. 

Let me ask a question: What is our 
social position in this country? It 
grieves me to say that it is 1,01 the most 
flattering. We are considered, my , 
friends, the most inferior class, this 
can be proven in the existence of these 
corporation and clubs to which we do 
not belong. Men do not live by bread 
and butter only, but also to great ex- 
tent from moral satisfaction. 

Although we have a soul, a sensi- 
ble heart that feels the smallest insult, 
still we remain in a mournful condition, 
is this due to the fact that the Atlantic 
has created in us a new lethargv that 
makes us forget the greatness of our 
country anil the mission of her sons.

TO AID INVENTORS. 

A plan is before the Industrial De- 
velopment Company of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce which aims to 
duplicate in this city a method which 
has been found in Pittsburg to be of 
great aid in perfecting the commercial 
value of inventions whose owners lack 
funds. 

C. M. Wheaton, a Newtonville inven- 
tor who is interested in the plan as 
along the lines of one long urged by 
him, said today: 

“Invention being the parent of every 
manufacturing enterprise, there must 
be encouragement of invention. Aid such 
as that contemplated by the Chamber of 
Commerce sub-company would do much 
to correct haphazard methods now pre- 
vailing. 

, “An essential part of such an organ- 
ization would be a committee of me- 
chanical experts to pass upon the merits 
of all inventions submitted for aid and 
supervision. Those inventions found 
meritorious would then be recommend- 
ed to the company and financed, and the 
manufacturing and marketing begun. 

“I recommend that the company se- 
cure at once a suitable building on a 
railroad line somewhere in greater Bos- 
ton, equip it with good light, power and 
portable shafting, and then invite the 
inventors. 

“The Pittsburg plan of providing 
small or large floor space to all comers 
with a good idea, together with power, 
at a moderate rental, should be follow- 
ed here. Every man thus assisted 
should be placed under contract to give 
adequate return for all aid received, 
as this is a charitable idea only in ttie 
sense that it helps inventors to help 
themselves. 

“Properly managed such an under- 
taking would be immensely profitable 
to the city, and through the develop- 
ment of a multitude of small but use- 
ful inventions now lying dormant for 
lack of capital much commercial pres- 
tige would be added to the city. 

“It is not extravagant to say that 
with this idea fully taken advantage of 
there will be quadrupling of the manu- 
factures of Boston within not nianv 
vears, for not only will there be an in- 
crease in local activity, but there will 
be attracted here many talented men 
with ideas from other parts of the state 
and fro m other states.”

Nonant um a hill in this 
town was the scene of the apostle 
Eliot’s first exertions to teach the In- 
dians Christianity in 1746 and witness- 
ed his success. He was ordained a 
pastor here in 1664. \ Baptist Theolo- 

gical Seminary was founded here some 
years since— Population in 1830. 2376.
